IT was well, for the arts thgt King James 
had no difpofition to them : He let them 
take their own courfe. Had he felt any 
inclination for them, he would probably 
have introduced as bad- a. tafte as he did 
into literature. A Prince who thought 
puns and quibbles the perfe&ioa of elo-* 
quence, would have been charmed with the 
monkies of Hemfkirk and the drunken 
boors of Oftade. James loved his eale and 
his pleafures, and hated novelties. - JJe gave 
himfelf up to hunting, and hunted in the 
moft * cumbrous and inconvenient of all 
drefles, a ruff and trowfer breeches. The 
nobility kept up the . magnificence they 
found eftablifhed by. Queen H^alpe^,' \\\ 
wh^ch predominated a want of -tafte, .rather, 
than, a bad one. In' more ancient times the 
manfions of the great lords^ were, as I have 
inentioned before, built for defence and 
. Vol. II. ' A ftrengtfi 
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ftrength rather tba* convenience, The walls 
thick, the windows pierced wherever it was 
moft neceflary for them to look abroad, in- 
Head of being contrived for fymmetry or to 
illuminate the chambers. To that ftyle fuc- 
ceeded the richnefs and delicacy of the Go- 
thic. As this declined* before the Grecian 
tafte was eftabliftied, fpaee and vafbieis 
feem to> have made their whole ideas ©f 
grandeur. The palaces ere&ed in the reign 
©f Elizabeth by the memorable * Cbuntefs 
of Shrewsbury,. Elizabeth of Hardwicke, are 
exa£Hy in this ftyfc- The apartments are 
lofty and enormous* and they knew not how 
to furniffc them. Pi&ures* had' d>ey had 
good ones, 'would be loft in chambers of 
fuch height r Tapeftry, their chief move- 
able, was net commonly perfect enough 
to be real magnificence. Fretted cielings, 
CjracefiiH mouldings, of windows,, aad paint- 
s.v ^iafe, the ornaments of the preceding

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age, were fallen into cIHufe. lmmerife lights 
compofed of bad glafs in diamond panes, 
caft ah air of poverty on their moft coftly 
apartments. That ait Hardwfcke, ftill pre- 
served as it was furnifhed for the reception 
and emprifonment of the Queen of Scots, is 
a curious pifture of that age arid ftyle« No- 
thing can exceed the expehce in the bed of 
ftate, in the ftahglhgs of the fame chamber, 
ancl "of the coverings for the tables. The 
firft is cloth of gold, cloth of filver, velvets 
of different colours, lace, fringei and em- 
broidery. The hangings confift of figures, 
large as life, representing the virtues arid 
vices, embroidered on grounds of white and 
black velvet. The cloths to caft over the 
tables are embroidered and emboffed with 
gold on velvets and damaflcs. The only 
moveables of any tafte are the cabinets and 
tables themfelves, carved in oak. The chim- 
nies are wide enough for a hall or kitchen, 
and over the arras are freezes of many feet 
deep with mifer&ble relievos in ftucco re- 
preferiting huntings. There and in all the 
great ma&ficm& of that age is a gallery, re- 
markable only for it$ extent. That at Hard- 
wicke is of fixty yards. 

A a James 
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James built, no palace himfelf. Thole 
ere&ed by the Nobles in his reign are much 
like what I have been defcribirig. Audley- 
inn, * one - of the wonders of that age, 
deferved little notice but for the prodi- 
gious fpace it covered. Towards the end 
of that monarch's reign t genius was called 
out and appeared. The magnificent temper 
or tafte of the Duke of Buckingham led him 
to colledt pidturesj and pointed out the 
ftudy of them to Prince Charles. Rubens 
came over, In igo Jones arofe, and architec- 
ture broke forth in all the luftre. and purity 
of Rome and Athens — But before I come 
to that, period, I muft clear my way by fomc 
account of the preceding artills. The firft

PAUL VANSOMER, 

a native of Antwerp. The accounts of. 
him are extremely deficient, no author of the 
lives of painters mentioning him but Carl 
Vermander, who only fays that Vanfomer 
was living when he wrote, and then refided 
with his brother Bernard at Amfterdam. 
Yet Vanfomer as a painter of portraits was 
a very able mafter. The. pifture of the Lord 
Chamberlain William Earl of Pembroke, 
half length at St, James's, is an admirable* 
portrait, and a whole length at Chatfworth 
of the firft Earl of Deyonfbire in his robes, 
though afcribed to Mytens, I ihould think 
was painted by the fame hand. Mytens was 
much colder in his colouring and ftiff in his 
drawing. * Both thefe portraits are bole! 

* Mytens improved fo much in his later portraits, 
that this character mttft be read with allowances ; and on 
lludying more of his works, I cannot determine whe- 
ther the portrait at Chatfworth is not painted by him, as 
conftant tradition {ays it was. In general, the portraits 
by Vanfomer and Mytens, when at whole length, may 
be thus diflinguifhed ; Vanfomer conjmonly placed his 
on a mat ; 'Mytens, on a carpet.

Earl of Devonshire is ?qi?4 to the pencil of 
Vandyck, and one of the fineft fingle figures 
I have feen. In what jjear Vajjlbmer came 
to England we do not knows certainly as 
early as 1606, between which and 1620 he 
did feveral pi&ures.

countenances. - His drapdries are feldom 
but y^ck. I hay£ two portraits .by him <i( 
fjngylar nperit • one of Mr. Leneve, matter! 
of. the company of merch'ant-taylors ; the 
other of Sir George Yilliers, father of the. 
great Duke of Buckingham, lefs handfome, 
but extremely "like hi&Jfbn," One. of his 
hands refts on the head of a greyhound, as 
fine as" the animals of Snyder. 

Janfen's firft works in England are dated 
about 1 6 1 8 . He dwelt- in the Black- friars, 
and had much feufinefc. His price for a 
head wasr five broad pieces. He painted- 
too in fmall in oil, and often -copied his 
otih works in that manner. In the family 
of Verney were the" portraits of Sir Ro- 
bert Heath and his lady in both fizes. At 
Calhiobury is a large piece, curious, but fo 
inferior to Janfen's general manner, that if 
hi* name were not to it, I Ihou'd doubt it's 
being of his hand. It reprefents Arthur 
Lord Capel, who was beheaded, his Lady 
And Children. Behind them is a view of 

the 
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the Garden at Hadhani, at that time the 
chief feat of the family. Between die years 
1630 and 1640 Janfen lived much in Kent, 
at a (mall village called Bridge near Bar- 
Rundown; and drew many portraits for 
gentlemen in the neighbourhood, particu- 
larly of the families of Auger, Palmer, Ham- 
mond and Bowyer. One of his beft works 
was the picture of a Lady Bowyer, of the 
family of Auger, called for her exquifite 
beauty The Star in the Eafi. At Shcrbum 
Caftle in Dorfetfhire is a head of Elizabeth* 
Wriothefley eldcft daughter of Henry Earl 
pf Southampton, and wife of William Lord 
Spenfer, her head richly drefied, and «a pic- 
ture, in a blue enamelled cafe at her bread*. 
This pi<5bure is well coloured, tho' not equal 
to another at the fame feat, a half length of 
her mother, Elizabeth, daughter of John 
Vernon, wife of Earl Hcnly.. Her cloaths 
are magnificent, and the attire of her head, 
Angular, a veil turned quite back. , The face 
and: hands are coloured with incomparable' 
luftre, and equal to, any thing this, mafter 
executed. There is alfo a half length in 
black fatten of John Digby, firft Earl of 
JJriftol, young and remarkably handfome. It 
is afcribed to Janfen, but * is -faintly colour- 
ed, 
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e& ami evidently in tfte manner of Van* 
dyck, whom perhaps, he imitated as well a* 
(hailed 

Janfen's feme declined * cm the arrival of 
Vandyck, and the civil war breaking out r 
Cornelius, at the importunity of his wife* 
quitted England His pals is recorded, it* 
the Journals of the Commons: 

O&ober 10, 1648. Ordered, that Cor* 
Delhi* Johnfon, pi£hire»drawer, Jhall have 
Mr. Speaker's warrant to pais beyond feas 
with Emanuel Paflc, George Hawkins •, an# 
to carry with him fuch pictures and colours* 
bedding, houlhold ftuff, pewter, and brafs, 
a& belongs unto himfelf. 

He retired firft to Midelburg and then* 
to Amflwdam, where he continued to paint 
and died in 1665. f His wife's name was Eli- 
zabeth Beck, to whom he was married in 
1622- They had a ion Cornelius* bred to 
bis father's profeflion, which, he followed in 
Holland^ where he died poor, being ruined 
by die extravagance of a fecond wife* The 
fon drew the Duke of Mbnmouth's pi&ure,

A lifter of Cornelius Janfcn the elder was 
fecond wife of f Nicafius Ruflel os $puflel 
of Bruges, jeweller to the Kings James and 
Chajles the firft. They, had many children. 
To one of the fons born in 16 1 9, Corneliua 
Janfen was godfather, and the widow of 
Ifaac Oliver, godmother. Theodore Ruf- 
fel, an eider foa was born in 16 14, and lived; 
nine years with his uncl$ Cornelius Janfen* 
and afterwards with Vandyck, whole pic*. 
tures he copied very tolerably on (mall pan- 
nels ; many of them are in a private apart- 
ment at "Windfor, at Warwick- caftle, and 
in the collection of the Duchefs Pow^ger 
of Argyle. Ruflel chiefly was employed in 
the country in the families of the Earls of 
Effex and Holland, and was a lover of hi* 
eafe and his bottle. He was father of An- 
tony Ruflel, a. painter, from whom Vertue 
received thefe particulars, and at whofe 
houfe he faw a pi&ure of Cornelius Janfen, 
his wife and fon, drawn by Adrian Hannc-

He had certainly ftudied the works of Ru» 
bens bef6re bis coming over ; his landfcape 
in the back grounds of his portraits ' is evi- 1 
Gently in the ftyle of that fchool ; and fome 
of Ks works have been taken for Vandyck's. 
The date of his arrival is not certain ; pro- 
bably it was in hopes of fucceedjng Van* 
Somer; but though he drew feveral of the 
court; he was not formally employed as the 
King's painter 'till the reign of Charles. His 
patent is preferved in Rymer's Foedera, vol. 
xviii. p. 3.

At Hampton.-court are feveral whole

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Ion titt Swatf, libl&rfg * dog by a ftrihg, iii 
a landfcape, coloured Warmly and freely like 
Stiydfer or Rubens. ^lyteris drew the f&me 
figure in a very Targe picture of Charles t. 
arid hfe <^een, which was in the pofleflioh 
6f the late Earl of Dunmore, but the fingle 
figure is much better painted. Thehiftory 
of this diminutive perfonage was fo remark- 
able, that the reader will perhaps not diflike 
the digreflion. 

* He was born at Oakham in Rutland- 
shire in 16*19, and about the age of feven 
or eight, being then but eighteen inches 
high, was retained in the fervice of the Duke 
of Buckingham, who refided at Itarleigh 
on the Hill. Stfoft after the marriage of 
Chartes I. the King and Queen beirtg en- 
tertained at Burleigh, little Jeffery was ferv- 
ed up to tablfc in a cold pye, and presented 
by the DucHfefs to the Queen, who kept 
him as her dwarf. From feven years of age 
'till thirty he never grew taller; but after 
thirty he fhbt up to three feet nine inches, 
and there fixed.- Jeffery became a confider- 
able part of the entertainment bf the court.

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Crofts, a young gentleman of family, a 
challenge enfued> and Mr. Crofts coming 
to the rendezvous armed only with a fquirt, 
the litde creature was fo enraged that a real 
duel enfued, and the appointment being on 
horfeback with piftols,- to put them more 
on a level* Jeffery with the firft fire fhot his 
antagonift dead. This happened in France 
-whither he had attended his miftrefs in the

Mytens remained in great reputation •'rill 
the arrival of Vandy ck* who being appoint- 
ed the King's principal painter, the former 
in difgbft afked his majefty's leave to retire 
to his own country ; but the King learning 
the caufe of his diffatisfa&ion, treated him 
with much kindnefs, and told him that he 
could find fufficient employment both for 
lum and Vandyck. ; Mytens confented to 
itay, and even grew intimate, it is probable, 
with his rival, for the head off Mytens is one 
of thofe painted among the profeffors by that 
great maften 

Whether the lame jfealoufy operated, again, 
or real decline of bufinefe influenced him;- or 
any pther caufe, Mytens did not ftay much 
longer in England. We find none of his 
works here -after the year 1630. Yet he 
lived many years afterwards. Houbral^en 
quotes a regifter at the Hague dated in 
1656, at which time it fays Mytens painted 
part of the cieling of the town-hall there j 
the fubjeft is, Truth writing hiftory on the 
back of Fame. 

Thefe were the moft confiderable painters

It does not appear whether thefc piftures 
were in oil or water-colours 1 I fliould nu 
ther fuppofe portraits in miniature of (Xing 
Charles the Firft then) Duke of York 1 but 
that Peake painted in oil is afcertained by 
Peacham in his book of limning, where he 
exprefly celebrates his good friend A*^ 
Peake and Mr. Marquis % for oil-colours. 
Peacham himfclf was a limner, «s he tells us 
in the fame book, having prefented a copy 
of his majefty's BafUicon Doron illuminated 
to Prince Henry. 

Peake was originally a pi&ure-feikr by 
Holbourn-bridge, and had the honour of

I have a head of the fame woman 
drawn with black lead on the leaf of a vel~ 
lorn pocket-book ; on the reverie is his own 
portrait k in profile ; both mafterly : And in 
black and red chalk I have a boy's head, 
larger thaft he generally painted, of great 
nature and vivacity. At Kenfington belotf 
ftaifs is the portrait of Peter Oliver by Han- 
neman, who painted the wife too; but I 
know not where the latter is. f

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It i* extraordinary * that more of the 
works f of this excellent mailer are not 
known, as he commonly made duplicate? 
of his pi&ures, referring one of each fcl* 
himfelf. On this fubjeft Ruffel the painter, 
related to or connected with the Olivers, 
told Vcrtue a remarkable ftony, The greater 
part of the collection of King Charles being 
difperfed in the troubles, among which were

This young Prince was a great lover of 
the arts, and laid the foundation of the col- 
lection, which his brother compleated. The 
medals were purchafed by him, and Van- 
derdort, in his catalogue,, mentions^ feveral 
ftatues and pidtures which King Charles in- 
herited- from Prince Henry. In the appen- 
dix to Birch's life of this Prince are feveral 
letters from Sir Edward Conway, in one* 
of which he mentions having bought a pic- 
ture of the Four Evangelifts, whom he calls 
affe&edly, the tnoft faithfully glorious and ex- 
cellent fecretaries that ever were to the infinite 
incomprehenfible Prince ; defiring Mr, Adam 
Newton, fecretary to the mofi hopefully power- 
full and glorious earthly Prince, to prefent it 
to his Royal Highnefs ; and in others is much 
talk of a negotiation in which he was em- 
ployed by the fame Prince to engage an 
eminent painter of Delft to come to Eng- 
land, This was Mireveldt, who had many 
follicitations afterwards from King Charles* 
on the fame head j but none fucceeded.

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The printed letters are from the Harleian 
MSS. and defcribe Mireveldt as very fan* 
taftic and capricious. Mr. Weft has two 
others, one from Mireveldt to Sir Edward 
Conway, the other from Sir Edward, in 
which appears the caufe of Mireveldt's un- 
certainty ; he was afraid of being flayed in 
England by authority, and ftipulated that 
he fhould have liberty to return in three 
months. — In- 1625 he had again engaged 
to come, but was prevented by the breaking 
out of the plague.

The beautifull hangings at Lord Orford's 
at Houghton, containing whole lengths of 
King James, King Charles, their Queens, 
and the King of Denmark, with heads of 
the royal childrenjjv'the borders, were in 
all probability the production of the fame 
manufacture.

Of this perfon I find no farther record with 
relation to the arts, but that he made a pre- 
fent to the King of a fea-piece painted by 
Perfellis \ and was dead when Vanderdort 
drew up the catalogue. * The manufac- 
ture will be mentioned again in the article 
of Francefco Cleyne.

NICHOLAS STONE 

was the ftatuary moft in vogue. He was 
born at Woodbury near Exeter, in 1586, 
and coming to London, lived for forae time 
with one Ifaac James. He then went to 
Holland, where he worked for Peter de 
'Keyfer, whofe daughter he married ; and re- 
turning to England was employed in making 
monuments for perfons of the firft diftindtion. 
In 1 6 1 6 he was fent to Edinburgh to work 
in the King's chapel there. In 1619 he was 
engaged on the building of the banquet- 
ting-houfe; and in the beginning of the 
reign of King Charles he received his pa- 
tent as mafter mafon, recorded in Rymer's 
Foedera * of which this is the fubftance j 
ce Know ye that we do give and grauat 
unto our trufty and well-beloved fervant 
Nicholas Stone the office and place of our 
mafter mafon and architedt for ail our build-

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lugs and reparatiohs belonging to our cattle 
of Windfbr during the term of his natural 
life -, and further, for the executing the laid 
office, we do give him the wages and fee of 
twelve pence by the day in as ample and as 
large a manner as t William Suthis or any 
other peribn heretofore did enjoy.

The hiftory of his works is fully recorded 
by himfelf. Veitue met with, his pocket- 
book, in which he kept an account of the 
ftatues and tombs he executed, of the per- 
Tons for whom done, and of the payments 
he received : A copy of this J pocket-book 
Veitue obtained, from which I fhall extract 
the moil remarkable and curious articles.

Ni- 
cholas, the fecond {on, was of a promifing 
genius; and while abroad modelled after 
the antiques fo well, that his works haVe 
been miftaken for the belt Italian mailers. 
Mr, Bird the ftatuary had the Laocoon and 
Bernini's Apollo and Daphne in Terra com 
by this Nicholas Stone, and Vertue faw a 
book with many of his drawings of palaces, 
thurches, and other buildings in Italy. He 
returned to England in 1642, and died the 
fame year as his father. 

Henry, the eldeft fon, who erefted the 
taonument for his father, mother, and bro- 
ther, carried on, in conjunftion with John, 
the bufinefs of a ftatuary, after his father's 
death ; though Henry addi&ed himfelf chief- 
ly to painting, and was an excellent copyift 
of Vandyck and the Italian matters : He is 
generally known by the name of Old Stone f 
I fuppofe to diftinguifh him from his bro- 
ther John. Henry wrote a book, a thin

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folio, entituled the third part of the art of 
painting, taken moftly from the ancients. 
Vcrtue, who law this book, was uncertain 
whether the two former parts were com- 
pofed by Stone, or by fome other author. 
The accounts of Nicholas Stone, fen. which 
I have quoted above, were continued by 
John, while he and Henry worked in part- 
nerftiipi among other articles are the fol- 
lowing ;

Before the portal of that palace was altered 
by the late Duke of Northumberland, there 

&ruftion of the firfl court wliich confined of noble cor- 
ridores fupported by columns of dataller* in the room* 
of which he built two ugly brick walls which coft 
1600/. The marble pillars of the chapel were pur- 
chafed by Lord Onflow. King William bought thence 
fome fuits of tapeftry, now at Windfbr, for which he 
paid 4500 /. The drawing room, called the fifh-room, is 
a neble chamber ; the ceiling and a deep frieze adorned 
in ftucco with fea-monfters and great fifhes fwimming. 
All the coflly chimney-pieces have been fold : Over 
that in the gallery were the labours of Hercules, and 
in the ceiling, the loves of the Gods. Many of the 
friezes dill extant are in very good tafte. It was 
erected by Thomas Howard Earl of Suffolk, Lord 
Treafurer in the reign of James I. and was generally 
fuppofed to be founded on Spaniih gold, his Counte fs, 
who had great fway with him, being notorioufly cor- 
rupt. There is a whole length of her in the hall at 
Gorhambury. She was mother of the memorable 
Frances Countefs of Effex and Somerfetj whofe ef. 
cutcheon ftill (176a) remains entire in the chancel of 
the church at Walden, one of the lighteft and mioft 
beautifull paxifh churches I have Teen.

who calls himfelf joyncr and architeft, in- 
vented the triumphal arches eredfced in 
London for the reception of James I. They 
were engraved by Kip on a few leaves in 
folio, a work I never faw but in the library 
at Chatfworth. 

I fhall conclude what I have to fay on 
the reign of King James, with a brief 
account of a few of his medallifts. This 
article is one of the moft deficient in Ver-> 
tue's notes ; he had found but very flight 
materials, though equally inquifitive on 
this head with the reft. One muft ex- 
cept the fubjeft of the two Simons, of whole 
works as he himfelf publifhed a moft curi- 
ous volume, I fhall omit the mention of 
them in this catalogue, only defiring that 
Vertue's account of the two Simons and 
Hollar, and the catalogues of the colleAions 
of King Charles, King James and the Duke 
of Buckingham, may be regarded as parts of 
this his great defign. By thofe fpecimens 
one fees how perfect he wifhed and laboured 

to make the whole. 
I was in hopes of compleating this article, 
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by having recourfe to Mr, Evelyn's Di£. 
courfe *>n Medals, byt ww extremely di&p^ 
pointed to find that in a folio volume, in 
which he has given the plates and infcrip- 
tions of a regular feries of our #ied*ls, he 
takes nof the leaft notice of the gravers. I 
{hould not hfive ^pefted rfiat a virtaofb fo 
kpowing would have contented himfelf with 
defcriptions of the perlbns reprefented, he 
who. had* it ia his inclination; and generally 
in • hi s jpower, to inform pofterity of almoft 
cveiy thing they would wifh to lear/u Had 
Mr* Evelyn never regretted his ignorance 
of the names of die wqrkmen of thofeini- 
ipif able medals of the SeleucicUej of the faip 
coins .of Auguftusj and of the Denarii of th§ 
other Roman Emperors ? Was he (Satisfied 
with poflefiing the effigies pf Tiberius, Ciau-? 
dips, Irene, without wilhing to know th$ 
names of the ingenious and more harmlefe 
gravers — Why did he thipk pofterity would 
not be as curious tp learn who were the me- 
dallifts of Charles II. James I. Mary J.? He 
has omitted all names of gravers except ii>. 
two or three of the plates, and even there 
feys .not a word of the artHl. For inftance 
in a medal of Charles 1. p, 113, under -the 
Kjflg's buft are the letters N, R. F. I can- 
not

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not difcover who this N. R. was. * Thomas 
Rawlins was a graver of the mint about that 
timp ; perhaps he had a brother who worked 
in partnership with him. I was (b furprized 
at this omiflion, that I concluded Mr. Eve- 
lyn muft have treated of the gravers in low 
other part of the work, I turned to the in- 
dex, and to my greater furpxize found almoit 
every thing but what I wanted. In the 
fingle letter iV*. which contain* but twenty- 
fix articles, are the following fubje&s, which 
I believe would puzzle any man to guefs 
how they found their way into a difcourfe 
en medals;

learning, were remarkable; one wifhes he 
had written with a little more judgment^- 
Or perhaps it is not my intereft to "wilh Co ; 
it would be more prudent to fhelter under his 
authority any part of this work that is not 
much to the purpofe. 

All this author fays f of our medallifts is, 
that we had Symons, Rawlins, Mr. Harris, 
Chriftian, &c. and then refers us to his 
Chalcography, J where indeed he barely

NICHOLAS BRIOT 

Vas a native of Lorrain, and graver of thfe 
-mint to the King of France, in which king- 
dom he was the inventor, or at leaft one df 
the firft propofers of coining money by a 
preis, infteai of the former manner of ham- 
mering. As ,1 am ignorant, myfelf in the 
•mechanic part of this art, and have hot even 
the pieces quoted by Vertue, I fhall tread 
; very cautiobfly, and only tranfcribe the titles 
of fome memorials which he had feen, and

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from whence I conclude a literary contro- 
verfy was carried on in France on the fub* 
jeft of this new inventipn, to which, accord- 
ing to cuftom, the old practitioners feem to 
have obje&ed, as, probably interfering with 
the abufes of which they were in prefcriptivc 
poffeffion* »

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court before the acteflion of King Charles, 
the patron of genius. Briot's firft public 
work was a medal of that Prince exhibited 
in Evelyn, with the artift's name and the 
date 1628. To all or to almoft all his coins 
and medals he put at lcaft the initial letter 
of his name. He was employed both in 
England and Scotland. In 1631, as appears 
-by Rymer's Foedera, torn. xix. p. 287, a fpe- 
cial commiffion was appointed for making 
trial of the experience, (kill and induftry of 
Nicholas Briot, in the coinage of money at 
the mint, dated June 13, 1631, at Weftmin- 
Jfcer. This was the project he had attempted 
in France, by inftruments, mills and preflfes* 
to make better money and with lefs expence 
to the crown than by the way of hammer- 
ing. The fcheme. was probably approved > 
for in the very next year we. find him coin* 
ing money upon the regular eftablifhment> 
There is extant a parchment roll, contain- 
ing thte accounts of Sir Robert Harley, 
Knight of the Bath, mafter worker of hi* 
ttiajefty *i moires of gold and filver within 
the tower of London, in the reign of King 
Charles L from November 8, 1628, toAu* 
gufti, 1636.. In this account, in 1632 ait 
payments to Briot' for coking various par- 
ft eels 
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rcls of gold and filver, which are followed by 
this entry : 

" And delivered to his majeftie in fair 
filver monies at Oatlands by Sir Thomas 
Aylefbury, viz. iij erownes, and iij half 
crownes of Briot's moneys, and iij crownet, 
and iij half erownes, and ten (hillings of the 
jnoooyers making/' 

Thefe comparative pieces were probably 
prcfented tp the King by Sir Robert Harley 9 
Briot's patron, to fliow die fuperior excellence 
of the latter's method. 

Briot returned to France about 1 642, ha* 
ying formed that excellent fcholar Thomas 
Simon. 

In a private family (the name of which he 
does not mention) Vertue faw a peach^-ftone, 
on which wa$ carved the head of King Charles 
full faced, with a laurel, and on the reverie, 
St. George on horfeback, with the garter 
round it ; and on one fide above the King's 
head, thefe letters N$ . The tradition in 
that family was, that the carver having been 
removed from the fervice of the crown, and 
at laft obtaining the place of poor knight 
at Windfor, cut that curiofity to fhow he 
was not fuperannuated nor incapable of his 
office as he had been reprefented. If the

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nwk N5 fignified Nicholas Briot, as is pro- 
bable, cither the ftoiy is fi&itious, or Brioc 
•did not return to France on the breaking but 
of the civil war. The latter is moft likely, 
as in the Treafuiy, where the plate of St. 
George's chapel is depofited, there is fuch 
another piece, though inferior in workman- 
ship to that above-mentioned. In the Mu- 
seum at Oxford are two fmall carvings in 
wood, Chrift on the crofs and the Nativity, 
Vith the feme cypher N5 on each.

CHAP. II. 

Charles I. His Love and Protection of the 
Arts, Accounts of Vantferdort and Sir Bal- 
thazar Gerbier. Difperjion of the King's 

Collection, and of the Earl of Arundel's. 

• 

THE acceflion of this Prince was the 
firft aera of real taftc in England. As 
his temper was not profiife, the expence he 
made in collections, and the rewards he be- 
ftowed on men of true genius and merit, 
are proofs of his judgment. He knew how 
and when to beftow. Queen Elizabeth was v 
avaricious with pomp ; James I. lavifh with 
meannefs. A prince who patronizes the arts', 
and can diftinguifli abilities, enriches his 
country, and is at once generous and an 
oeconomift. Charles had virtues to make 
a nation happy $ fortunate, if he had not 
thought, that he alone knew how to make 
them happy, and that he alone ought to have 
the. power of making them fo ! 

His character, as far as it relates to my 
&bje6t, is thus given by Lilly ; " He had 
fnany excellent parts in - nature, 1 was an ex- 
-- £ 4 cellent 
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cellent horfeman, would (hoot well z% 4 
mark, bad lingular flrill in limning, was a 
good judge of pidhires, a good mathema-r 
tician, not unfldllfull in mufic, well read in 
divinity, excellently in hiftory and law, he 
fpoke feveral languages, and writ well, good 
language and ftyle # " Perinchief 15 ftill more 
particular -, ** His foul^ fays that writer, was 
(torcd with a full knowledge of the nature 
of things, and eafily comprehended aknoft 
*H kinds of arts that either were for delight 
or of a public ufe ; for he was ignorant of 
nothing, but of what he thought it became 
him to be negligent, for many parts of 
learning, th^t are for the ornament of a 
private perfon, are beneath the cares of 3 
crowned head. He was well (killed in 
things of antiquity, could judge of medals 
whether they had the number of years they 
pretended unto; his libraries and cabinets 
tfere fyll of thofe things on which length 
of time put the yalue of rarities. In paint- 
ing he had fo excellent a fancy, that he 
would fupply thp defedk of art in the work r 
man, and fuddenly draw thofe lines, give 
thofe airs and lights, which experience and 
practice had not taught the pointer. He 
could judge of fortifications, and cenfure 

whether 
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whether the cannon were mounted to exe- 
cution or no. He had an excellent flail in 
guns, knew all that belonged to their mak- 
ing. The exa&eft arts of building (hips 
for the moll necefiary ufes of ftrength or 
good failing, together with all their furni- 
ture, were not unknown to him. He un~ 
derftood and was pleafed with the making 
of * clocks and watches. He comprehend- 
ed the art of printing. There was not any 
one gentleman of all the three kingdoms 
that coyld compare with him in an univer- 
fality of knowledge. He encouraged aU 
the parts of learning, and he delighted to

thought he could get his living, if necefll- 
tated, by any trade he knew of, but making 
of hangings ;" although of thefe he under-; 
ftood much, and was greatly delighted in 
them ; for he brought fome of the moft cu- 
rious workmen from foreign parts to fnake 
them here in England," * 

With regard to his knowledge of pi&ures, 
I find the following anecdote from a book 
called the original and growth of printing 
by Richard Atkyns, Efq; * This excellent 
Prince, fays that author, who was not only 
aliquis in omjiibus,. but fingularis in omni- 
bus, hearing of rare heads (painted) amongH 
feyeral other pictures brought me from 
Rome, fent Sir James Palmer to bring them 
to Whitehall to him, where were prefent 
divers pidture - drawers and painters, Jfe 
aiked them all of wfrofe hand that was ? ibme 
gueft at it ; others were of another opinion, 
but none was pofitive. At laft faid the 
King, This is of fuch a man's hand, I know 
4t as well as if I had feen him draw it 5 but,

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faid he, is there but one man's hand in this 
pifture ? None did difcern whether there was 
or not ; but moft concluded there was but 
one hand. Said the King, " I am fure 
there are two hands Jiave workt in it, for I 
know the hand that drew, the heads, but the 
hand that did the reft I never faw before." 
Upon this a gentleman that had been at 
Rome about ten years before, affirmed that 
he faw this very pifture, with the two heads 
unfinifhed at that time, and that he heard 
his brother (who ftaid there fome years after 
him) fay, that the widow of the painter 
that drew it wanting money, got the beft 
matter fhe could find to finilh it and make 
itfaleable." This ftory which in truth is 
but a blind one, efpecially as Mr, Atkyns 
does not mention even the name of the 
painter of his own pifture, feems calculated 
to prove a faft, of which I have no doubt, 
his majefly's knowledge of hands. The 
gentleman who flood by and was fb long 
before he* recollefted fo circumftantial a 
hiftory of the pifture, was, I dare fay, a very 
good courtier. 

The King is faid not only to have loved 
paipting but to have practiced it j it is af- 
firmed 
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firmed that Rubens corre&ed fomc of his * 
majefty's drawings. 

It was immediately after his acceflion that 
Charles began to form his colle&iorn The 
crown was already in poffeflion of fomc 
good pictures : Henry VIIL had feveral. 
What painters had been here had added 
others. Prince Henry, as I have faid, had 
begun a feparate colledtion -both of paint- 
ings and ftatues. All thefe Charles af- 
fembled, and fent commiflions into France 
and Italy to purchafe more. Crofs f was 

difpatched

difpatched into Spain to copy the works of 
Titian there : and no doubt as loon as the 
royal tafte was known, many were brought 
over and offered to falo at court. The mi- 
nifters and nobility were not backward with 
prefents of the fame nature. Various are 
the accounts of the jewels and bawbles pre- 
ferred to magnificent Elizabeth. In the 
catalogue of King Charles's colle&ion are 
recorded the names of feveral of the court 
who ingratiated themfelves by offerings of 
pi&ures and curiofities. But the nobleft 
addition was made by die King himfeif : 
He purchafed at a great * price the en- 
tire cabinet of the Duke of Mantua, then 
reckoned the moft valuable injEurope. But 
feveral of thofe piftures were fpoiled by 

china bafons almoft tranfparent, a curious clock, and 
four rare pieces of Tintoret's and Titian's painting." 
Some fuppofed that they did it to ingratiate the more 
with our King, in regard his fleet was fo powerfull at 
fea, and they faw him refolved to maintain his. right 
and dominion there.*'

mondes faid. At Kenfington are feveral pieces of the 
Venetian and Lombard fchools, in uniform frames of 
black and gold, the pictures themfelves much damaged.

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the quickfilver on the Frames, owing I fop-* 
pofe to carelefsnefs in packing them up* 
Vanderdolt, from whom alone we have this 
account, does not fpecify all that fuffered> 
though in general he is minute even in de- 
fcribing their frames. The lift> valuable as 
it is, notwithftanding all it's blunders, in- 
accuracy, and bad Englifh, was I believe ne- 
ver compleated, which might be owing to 
the fudden death of the compofer. There 
are accounts in MS. of many morfe piftures, 
indubitably of that colle&ion, not fpecified in 
the printed catalogue. 

Now I have mentioned this perfon, Van- 
derdort, it will not be foreign to the pUr- 
pofe to give fome little account of him, 
cfpecially as to him we owe, * however 
mangled, the only record of that Royal 
Mufeum.

Mr. Vertue, better grounded, and ftill more patient, 
tranfcribed it for the prefs, bat dying before the impref- 
fion was finiihed, it was publilhed by Mr. Bathoe, as 
were Vertue's catalogues of the collections of James II. - 
the Duke of "Buckingham* Queen Caroline, &c. the 
whole making three volumes in quarto*

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. Abraham Vanderdort, a Dutchman, had 
worked for the Emperor Rodolphus, whofe 
fervice he left we do not know on what oc- 
cafiom He brought away with him a buft 
of a woman modelled in wax as large as the 
life, which he had begun for that monarch, 
but Prince Henry was fo ftruck with it, that 
thpugh the Emperor wrote feveral times for 
it, the young Prince would neither part with 
the work nor the workman, telling him he 
would give him as good entertainment as 
any Emperor would — and indeed Vander- 
dort feemsto have made no bad bargain. 
He parted with the buft to the Prince upon 
condition, that as foon as the cabinet, then 
building from a defign of Inigo Jones, 
fliould be finifhed, he fhould be made keeper 
of his Royjal Highnefs's medals with a falary 
of 50/. a year; * a contrail voided by the 
death of the Prince. However, upon the 
acceflion of King Charles, Vanderdort was 
immediately retained in his fervice with a 
falary of 40/. a year, and appointed keeper 
of the cabinet. This room was ere&ed about 
tfce. middle of Whitehall, running .acrofs 
from the Thames towards the banquetting-

The next is the extraordinary paper I men- 
tioned i it fliows at once how far the royal 
authority in that age thought it had a right 
to extend, and how low it condefcended to 
extend itfelf.

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modelled from the life. It Is certain that 
the poor man had great gratitude to or great 
awe of Charles I. The King had recom- 
mended to him to take particular care of a 
miniature by Qibfon, {he parable of the loft 
fheep. Vanderdort laid it up fo carefully, 
that when the King afked him for it, he could 
not find it, and hanged himfelf in defpair. * 
After* his death his executors found and re- 
ftored it. As this piece is not mentioned 
in the catalogue, probably it was newly pur- 
chafed. There is an admirable head of Van- 
derdort by Dobfon at j- Houghton. 

The King who fpared neither favours, nor 
'money, to enrich his collection, invited J Al- 
bano into England by a letter written with * 
his own hand.

Among the Strafford papers is an evi-

It Jooks as if Charles fea4 bad fom? 
thoughts of erecting a monument for hi$ 
father. In the lodgings of the warden <of 
New-college Oxford was a maufoleurp with 
arms, altar^tomb* columns acjd iofcriptipn* 
in honour of that Prince dated 1630. It i$ 
certain King Charles had no lefs inclination 
for archite&ure than for the other arl$. The 
intended palace at Whitehall would hpve 
been the moft truly magnificent aj>d beaur 
tifull fabric of any of the kind in Europe. 
His raajefty did not fend jto Italy anc} Flan,- 
ders for architects as he did for Albino aqd 
Vandyck : He had Inigo Jones. Under the 
direftion of that genius the king ere&ed-the 
Jioufc at Greenwich. 

Chades had in his fervice another man, 

both 
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both architect and painter, of whom, though 
excellent in neither branch, the reader will 
perhaps not diflike fome account, as he was a 
remarkable perfon and is little known. 

Sir Balthazar Gcrbier D'ouvilly of Ant- 
werp, was born about 1591, came young 
into England, and was a retainer of the Duke 
of Buckingham as early as 1 6 1 3. In Finette's 
ftiafter of the ceremonies it is faid, cc Alonzo 
Contarihi Embaflador from Venice came to 
Mr. Gerbier, a gentleman fenring the Duke 
of Buckingham." Sanderfon * calls him a 
common penman, who penfiled the dialogue 
(probably the decalogue) in the Dutch 
church London, his firft rife of preferment." 
It is certain that he ingratiated himfelf 
touch >ffith that favorite and attended him 
into Spain, where he was even employed 
in the treaty of marriage, though oftenfibly 
a&ing only in the charafter of a painter, f 
Among the Harleian MSS. is a letter from 
the Duchefs of Buckingham to her Lord in

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time, * fit to Gerbier for your pi&ure that I 
may have it well done in little." Bifhop Tan- 
ner had a MS. catalogue of the Duke's col- 
lection drawn up by Gerbier who had been 
employed by the Duke in feveral of the pur- 
chafes. However there is fome appearance 
of his having fallen into difgrace with his 
patron. In one of Vertue's MSS. is a paf-. 
iage that feems to be an extraft, though the 
author is not quoted, in which the Duke 
treats Gerbier with the higheft contempt. 
The tranfcript is fo obfcure and imperfedt, 
that I fhall give it in Vertue's own words ; 

" King James I. ill and dying, the Duke 
of Buckingham was advifed to apply a plaif- 
ter to his ftomach, which he did with pro- 
per advice of do&ore, phyficians of the

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King. But ' the King dying, the Duke was 
blamed— one JEglefham printed a fcurrilous * 
libel, and flew away into Flanders— I was 
told by Sir Balthazar Gerbier [though his 
teftirrtony be odious to any man] that Egle- 
fliam dealt with him in Flanders for a piece 
of money [not more than 400 guilders to 
defray the charges] to imprint his recantation, 
of which the Duke bid Gerbier join malice 
and knavery together, and fpit their venom 
'till they fplit, and he would pay for printing 
that alfo." 

Nothing can be built upon fo vague a 
foundation. It is certain that immediately 
after the acceflion of King Charles, Gerbier 
was employed in Flanders to negotiate pri- 
vately a treaty with Spain, the very treaty 
in which Rubens was commiflloned on the

Ccmway-papers I found a very curious and 
iong letter from Gerbier himfelf on this occa* 
fion, which though too prolix to infer t in the 
body df this work, I fliall affix at the end, not 
only as pertinent to my fbbjeft from the part 
thefe painters had in fo important a bufinels, 
but -as it is more particular than any thing I 
know in print on that occafioji. 

Gerbier kept his ground a&er the death 
of Buckingham. In 1628 he was knighted 
at Hampton- court, and, as he fays himfelf 
in one df his books, was promifed by King 
Charles the office of furveyor-general of the 
works after the death of Inigo Jones. 

In 1637 he feems ,to have been employed 
in feme other private trarifa&ions of ftate, 
negotiating with the Duke of Orleans, the 
King's brother, who was difcontented With 
tfhe court.

A governor 
there from the Dutch had orders to feize upon 
him and all his papers and bring him back to 
Holland, which they did in a very violent 
manner, breaking into his houfe, killed one 
of his children, endangered the lives of the 
reft of his family, and narrowly efcaped him- 
felf with his life, having a piftol charged at 
his breaft if he refitted. They brought^ him 
to Holland : He complained, but got no 
redrefe, the ftates difowning they had given 
any fiich orders. However, it was juft be- 
fore the reftoration, and knowing the obli- 
gations he had to England, they appre- 
hended he might give the King notice of the

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advantages might be gainfed by a fettlement 
there:" 

This perhaps was one among the many 
provocations, which, meeting his inclina- 
tions to France, led Charles II. into his im- 
politic, though otherwife not wholly unjuf- 
tifiable, war with Holland, a people too apt 
even in their deprefled ftate, to hazard bar- 
barous and brutal infraction of treaties and 
humanity, when a glimpfe of commercial in- 
tereft invites it. 

Gerbier probably returned to England 
with that Prince, for the triumphal arches 
eredted for his reception, are faid to have 
been defigned by Sir Balthazar. * 

In France he publifhed a book on for- 
tification, and in 1662 at London a (mall 
difcourfe on magnificent buildings, dedi- 
cated to the King, in which he principally 
treats of folidity, convenience and orna- 
ment, and glances at fome errors of Inigo 
Joiies in the banquetting-houfe. Here too 
he mentions a large room built by himfelf 
near the Watergate f at York-ftairs, thirty- 
five feet fquare, and fays, that King Charles I. 
being in it in 1628 at fome reprefentation of

Jcenery, commended it, and expreffed as much 
fatisfadtion with it as with the banquetting- 
houfe. In the piece he propofes to the jU>ids 
and Commons to level the ftreets, Ffeet- 
bridge and Cheapfide, and erett a fumptuous 
gate at Temple-bar, of which he had pre- 
fented a draught to his majefty. Before this 
book is a different print of him with a rib- 
band and a medal, infcribed C. R. 1653. 
The medal I fuppofe was ^ given him when 
appointed, as he fays he was, Mailer of the 
Ceremonies to Charles I. 

His portrait in one piece with Sir Charles 
Cotterel and Dobibn, painted by the latter, 
is at Northumberland -houfe ; Gerbier has 
been miftaken in that pifture for Inigo Jones. 
This piece was bought for 44/. at the fale of 
Betterton the player. 

* Gerbier's laft piece is a fmall manual, 
intituled, Counfel and Advice to all build- 
ers, &c. London 1663. A full half of this 
little piece is wailed on dedications, of which 
there are no fewer than forty, and which he

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excufes by the example of Antonio Perez- 
They n are addreffed to the Queen-mother, 
Duke of York, and moft of the principal No- 
bility and Courtiers. The laft is to his own 
difciple Captain William Wind. There is a 
hfeap of a kind of various knowledge even in 
thefe dedications, 'and fome curious things, as 
well as in the book itfelf, particularly the 
prices of work and of all materials for building 
at that time. In one place he ridicules the 
heads of lions, which are creeping through the 
pilafters on the houfes in Great Queen-ftreet 
built by Webb, the fchokr of Inigo Jones. 

Hempfted-marftiai, the feat of Lord Cra- 
ven, fince deftroyed by fire, was the laft 
produftion of Gerbier. He gave the de- 
figns for it, and died there in 1667 while it 
was * building, and was buried in the chan- 
cel of that church. The houfe was finifhed 
under the direftion of Captain Wind above- 
mentioned* 

In the library of Secretory Pepys at Mag- 
dalen-college Cambridge, is a* mifcellaneous 
colleftion in French, of rotes, manteaux, 
couronnes, armes, &c. d'Empereurs, Rois, 
Papes, Princes, Dues et Comtes, anciens et 
modernes, blazonnces et elumines par Bal- 
thazar Gerbier.

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Among the Harlcian MSS. N° 3384, 
is one, intituled. Sir Balthazar Gcrbier, 
his admonitions and difputes with his three 
daughters, retired into the Englilh nunnery 
at Park, 1646. 

Since the former edition of this work 
I hare received a prefent from Mr. J. Bind- 
ley, of another piece of Gerbier which 
I never faw elfewhejoe. The tide is, Les 
Effets pernicieux de mefchants Favoris Sc 
grands Minifies d'Etat e6 provinces Bel* 
giques, en .Lorraine, Germanie, France, 
Italie, Efpagne & Angleterre, & defa- 
buses d'eiteurs populaires fur le fubjed 
de Jaques & Charles Stuart, Roys de lg 
Grande Bretagne, par le Che v. B. Gerbier, 
£ la Haye, 1653. Small Duod. It is an 
ignorant fervile rhapfody, containing little 
argument, many lies, and fome curious rfa&s, 
if the authorislto.be believed. There are 
two dedications, . one, a tous Empereurs, 
Roys, Reines; Princes, >PrinCeffes, Regentes, 
<Etats & Magiftrats 5 another to Charles II. 
The fcope of the book is to lay all the 
faults committed by fbvefeigns on wicked 
favourites, in which clals he raijks even 
the leaders of the Parliament which op- 
pofed Charles I. He gives a lift of the fa- 
<vourites of James I. but excufes them all, as

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he does Buckingham and Charles L The 
fecond part is a defence of James and 
Charles, and fuch a defence as they deferr- 
ed ! There follow Indexes of 3d, 4th and 5th 
parts, and the heads of what they were to 
contain in defence of Charles and of the chaf- 
tity of his queen againft the Parliamentarians. 
Thofe probably never appeared. 

He fays that Lord Cottington betrayed to 
Spain a defign of the Catholic States of Flan- 
ders to revolt in 163 a on their oppreffions. — 
Such a witnels may be believed. 

He fpeaks of a young lady who was (hut 
up between four walls for blabbing that 
Lafin, agent of Emanuel Duke of Savoy, by 
the advice of Count Fuentes, had incited 
Ravaillac to murder Henry IV. He fays 
that Egglefton defired Sir W. Chaloner to 
afk Gerbier to get his pardon, on condi- 
tion of his confefling that fome Scotch and 
Englifh had fet him on publifhing his libel, 
to blacken the Prince and Buckingham : that 
he wrote to the Secretary of State but got no 

arifwer. 

He fays the Earl of Berkfhire was likely 
to be Charles's minifter on the death of 
James : that Larkin, who was employed at 
Paris to watch the fincerity of France, was 

drowned,- 
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drowned ; and that Rubens was fent to allure 
K. James that the Infanta had power to con- 
clude the treaty for the reftitution of the Pa- 
latinate. But his mod remarkable anecdote, 
and probably a true one, is, that Monfieur 
Blinville, the French Embaffador, when 
lodged at the Bifliop of Durham's, celebrate^ 
mafs openly, that the odium might fall on 
the King ; and when the mob rofe, told them, 
that he had beei) privately allured by the 
King and Buckingham that he might. Gcr- 
bier fays, This w^s done by Richelieu's or- 
der i and he adds, that he himfelf was fent 
to Paris to complain of Blinville. 

The late Prince of Wales hearing of a 
capital pifture by Vandyck in Holland, to 
which various names of Englilh families were 
given, as Sir Balthazar Arundel, Sir Melchior 
Arundel, Sir Balthazar Buckingham, or Shefr 
field, the laft of which gained moft credit froip 
a refemblance in the arms, his Royal FJigh- 
nefs gave a commiflion to purchafe it, and it 
was brought to Leicefter-hpufe.

The parlia- 
ment began to fell the pi&ures at York-hoiffe 
fo early as 1645, *> ut " e ft the • neceflity of 
dieir affairs fhould not be thought fufficient

1635, which arms are prefixed to the rules and orders 
of that jftablifhment printed 1636. Previous to it's be- 
ing fet on foot, a committee had been appointed in the 
Hpufe of Lords, confiding of the Duke of Buckingham 
and others, for taking into confideration the date of 
the public fchools and method of education.

This was a worthy contrail to Archbifhop 
Laud, who made a ftar-chamber-bufinefe of 
a man who broke fome painted glafs in the 
cathedral at Salisbury. The caufe of liberty 
was then, and is always, the only caufe that 
can excufe a civil war : yet if Laud had not 
doated on trifles, and the prdbytcrians been 
fqueamifh about them, I qucftion whether the 
nobler motives would have had fufficient in- 
fluence to fave us from arbitrary power. 
They are the flighted obje&s that make the 
deepeft impreffion on the people. They fel- 
dom fight for a liberty of doing what they 
have a right to do, but becaufe they are pro- 
hibited or enjoined fome folly that they have 
or have not a mind to do. One comical in- 
ftance of the humour of thofe times I find in 
Aubrey's hiftory of Surrey; * one Bleefe 
was hired for half-a-crown a-day to break 
the painted glafs windows of the church 
of Croydon. The man probably took care 
not to be too expeditious in the deftruc- 
tion.

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which they feem to have alted honeftly, not 
allowing their own members to be Concerned 
in the fale, was the ciufe that the colle&ion 
fell into a variety of low hands, and were 
difperfed among the painters and officers of 
the late King's houlhold, whefe many of 
them remained on fale with low prices affixed.

Ireton on the 2d of June 1648 reported 
the a& for fale, and mention is made of 
fome propofition of Captain Myldmay con- 
cerning the piftures and ftatues, to be 
referred to the council of ftate. This pro- 
pofal it feems had been accepted but was 
revoked. Probably this perfon might be an 
agent of Cromwell to prevent the difper- 
fion. Cromwell had greater matters to at- 
tend to ; the fale proceeded. Two years af- 
terwards, viz. in Oftober and November 
1650, the journals fpeak of fums of money 
received from the fale of the King's goods, 
and of various applications of the money to- 
wards difcharge of his debts. From that 
time I find no farther mention of the collec- 
tion in the records. 

With regard to the jewels, the parliament 

immediately 
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imm,ediatdy after the King's death ordered 
the: crown and fceptres, &c. to be locked 
up. The Queen had already fold feveral 
jewels abroad to raifc money and buy arms. 
Some had been fold in foreign countries 
early in the King's reign, particularly what 
was called the ineftimable collar of rubies j * 
it had belonged to Henry VIIL and appears 
on his pi&ares and on a medal of him in 

# There is a long warrant in Rymer directing the 
delivery of this collar, there termed the great collar of 
ballaft rubies, and fundry other valuable jewels, to the 
Duke of Buckingham and Earl of Holland, to be dif- 
pofed of by them beyond the feas, according to private 
orders which they had received from his majefty. The 
whole piece is curious, and mentions the danger there 
might be to the keepers of thofe jewels to let tbem go 
out of their hands, as they were of great 'value, and. bad 
long contynued as it <wet£ in a continual dif cent for many 
years together ivitb the cro<wne of England. Foedera, vol. 
xviii. p. 236. In Thorefby's Mufeum wa§ Sir Sackville 
Crow's book of accounts from the year 1622 to \6f.S, 
containing the receipts and difburfements of the pri* 
vate purfe of the Duke of Buckingham in his voyages* 
into Spain and France ; with the charge of his embaf- 
fage into the Low-countries ; with the monies received 
upon the pawning the King's and his Grace's jewels, 
&c. V. Due. Leod. p. 523. That Mufeum is.difperfed : 
but part of it being fold by auction in March 1764, I 
purchafed the MS. in queftion, and fhall hereafter per- 
haps print it with fome other curious papers.

Whence Chafles had his flames we learn 
ffom Peacham j « The Kirig alfb, fays he, 
ever fince his coming to the crown hath 
amply teftified a rdyal liking of ancieht 
ftatues, by cauling a whole army of old fo± 
feign Emperors> Captains and Senators all 
at once to land on his coafts, to come and 
do him homage, and attend him in his 
palaces of St.* James's and Somerfet-houfe. 
A great part of thefe belonged to the late 
Duke of Mantua 5 and fome of the old

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Greek marble bafes, columns, and ahars 
were brought from the ruins of Apollo's 
temple at Delos, by that noble and abfb- 
lutely compleat gentleman Sir Kenelm Dig- 
by Knight." * 

Some of. the moft capital pi&ures were 
purchafed by the King of Spain, which 
arriving there while the Embafladors of 
Charles II. were at that court, they were de- 
fired, by an odd kind of delicacy, to with«- 
* draw, they fuppofing that this difmiflion was 
owing to an account received at the fame 
time of Cromwell's vidtory over the Mar**, 
quis of Argyle j " but, fays Lord Claren- 
don, f they knew afterwards that the true 
caufe of this impatience to get rid of them, 
was that their minifter in England, haw 
ing purchafed many of the King's pi&ures 
and rich furniture, had fent them to the 
Groyne 5 from whence they were expe&ed 
to arrive about that time at Madrid ; tf hich 
they thought could not decently be brought 
to the palace while the ambafladors remained 
at the court," . • 

After the reftoration endeavours were 
yfed to reaflemble the fpoils, A commit

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fion was iflued out to examine Hugh Peters 
.concerning the difpofal of the piftures, 
jewels, &c. that had belonged to the royal 
family, but without effect, by the obftinacy 
or ignorance of Peters, who would not or 
could not give the defired fatisfaftion. * 
Some of the pi&ures had been purchafed 
by Gerard Reyntz, f a Dutch collector, af- 
ter whofe death they were bought of his wi- 
dow by the ftates and prefented to Charles II. 
One only picture [the King on horfeback 
by Vandyck] was recovered by a procefs at 
law from Remee or Remigius Van Leem- 
put a painter then in England, who had 
bought it at the fale. 

Notwithftanding the havoc that had been 
made, it is plain from the catalogue of the 
-colled ion of James II. that the crown ftill 
poffefled a great number of valuable pic- 
tures, but the fire of Whitehall deftroved 
almoft all that the rage of civil war had 
ipared. Some valuable pieces indeed were 
carried to Lifbon from Somerfet-houfe by 
the Queen Dowager, when fhe returned to 
Portugal. The then Lord Chamberlain, it is

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&d, put a ftop to their embarkation, 'till 
naollified by the prefcnt of one of them that 
he admired. 

The royal library efcaped better : This 
was founded by James I. It contained the 
colle&ion belonging to the crown, among 
which were feveral fine editions on veUonrt, 
lent as prefents from abroad, on the res- 
toration of learning, to Henry VII. Hend- 
ry VIII. and Queen Elizabeth j the library 
of the Lord Lumley, purchafed by James 
for Prince Henry, the colle&ion of Ctfau- 
boa bought of his widow, and fome curious 
MSS. brought from Conftantinople by Sir 
Thomas Roe. Thefe books have been given 
to die Britifh Muftum by his late majefty. 
To this library Prince Henry had added a 
large number of coins, medals, cameos and 
intagfias, the Da&yliotheca of Gorlaeus. 
Mr. Young, librarian to Charles I. * was re- 
moved by the council of ftate in 1649, at 
which time an account of the books and 
coins was taken ; of the latter there trcre 
j 200, of which 400 only remained at the

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jnpftoratipn, Among the Duke of QrawscTs 
letters is pne dfrted April 2, 1649, where 
he fay*, " iUl the rarities in the King's li- 
l?fwy *{ St. James'* %ne wiUhed/' Yet it 
is evident many remained, for in June 1659 
91 vote paflfed fC that die Lord Whidocke be 
defired and authorized to take upon him 
the care and cuftody pf the library ait 
Jam?s-houfe> and of all the books, manu- 
{eripts and medals, that are in or belong- 
ing to the faid library, that the fame be, 
fefely kept and preferved, and to recover 
all fuch a$ have been embezzled or taken 
OUt of the feme." Charles II. after his re- 
turn ordered Aftunole * to draw up an ae* 
coupt of the medals that were left, and 
placed them in the clofet of Henry VIIL 
>t WhitqhalL where they were loft at the 
fre. 

What farther relates to Charles L as pro- 
teftor of the art$, will be found in the fub- 
fequent pages, under the articles of the dif- 
ferent profeffors whom he countenanced 
If this chapter has not been thought te- 
dious and too circumftantial, the readers 
who, excufe it, will not perhaps be ferry if

Hearing at laft 
that the Earl of Arundel had orders to give him 500 
crowns, and not receiving them, he accufed the Earl 
publicly of having funk them for his own ufe. The 
Earl ordered his fervants to beat Aretine, which they 
did feverely. The corrected libeller publifhed that the 
Earl had no hand in the beating him, went to him, 
Begged the money, and received it. The Peer's rcfent- 
nient and the Satire's mercenary fervility are both very 
credible.

for a fpy* but obtaining hi* liberty purfued 
his fearches. 

Many curious pieces of painting; and an- 
tiquities, efpecially medals, the Earl bought 
c£ Henry Vanderborcht a painter of Brufiefe* 
who lived at Frankendal, and whole Jon 
l^emy, Lord Arundel finding at Frankfort, 
fent to Mr. Petty then cottefting for hint iir 
Italy,, and afterwards kept is his fervice aa 
long as he lived. Vanderboicht the younger 
was both painter and graver ; her drew many 
of the Arandelian curiofities, and etched 
feveral things both in that and the. rayat 
colk&ion. A. book of his drawings frcmr. 
the former, containing $67 pieces,, is pro~. 
feraed at Paris, and is defcribed in the cata- 
logue of L'orangerie, p* L99. After the' 
death of the Earl, the younger Henry entered 
into the fervice of the Prince of Wales, af- 
terwards Charles IT. and lived in efteem in. 
London, for a confiderahle time, but returned, 
to- Antwerp and died there. * There are

new way of building with brick in the city^ 
greatly ta the fafety of the city, and prefer- 
vation of the wood of this nation.'!

found Hollar at Prague and ' brought him 
over, where the . latter engraved a great' 
number of plates from piAures, drawings, 
and curiofitics in die Arundelian colie&ion.'

* Lord Arundel thought, * fays Evelyn, 
that one who could not defign a little, 
would never make an honeft man/' A 
fbolifh obfervation enough, and which, if he 
had not left better proofs, would give one 
as little opinion of the judgment of the 
fpeaker, as it does of that of the relator. 
The Earl feems to have had in his fcrvice 
another painter, one Harrifon, now only 
known to us by a chronologic diary, in 
which he records particulars relating to old

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the hands of the Duchefs who was divorc- 
ed ; the ftatues dhe fold * to the laft Earl of 
Pomfret's father, which have been lately 
given 'by the Couritefs Dowager to the uni- 
verfity of Oxford, which had before been 
enriched with thofe curious records called 
tftfe Arundelian marbles : The cameos and 
intaglias the* Duchefs of Norfolk bequeathed 
to hfcr fecond hvrfband Sir John Germayne : 
They f are nofr in the pofleflion of hi* 
widow Lady Elizabeth Germayne. J Among 
them is that inimitable cameo, the marriage 
of Cupid and Pfyche, which I ihoukT riot 
icruple to pronounce the fineft remain of

St. ! jaras&^park rtear Btickingham-houfe. 
Thofe cutiofities tdo . were fold by ao&lon 
in 1720, * and the houfe. itfelf has been 
latdy demoiifted.* At that fale Dr. Meade 
bought the head of Homer, f after whole 
death it -was purdia&d by the prefent Earl 
of Exeter, and by him prefented to the Bri- 
tifc Mofeom. It is believed to have been 
brought from Conftantinople, and to have 
been the. head of the very ftatue in the im- 
perial palace defcribed • by Cedrenus. The 
reft of the figure was melted in the fire. 
The Earl of Anmdfel had tried to procure 
the obelifk, fince erefted in the Piazza Na- 
vona at Rome ; and he offered the value of 
7000/. in money or land to die Duke of

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The Earl has been painted by Rubens and 
Vandyck. The prefent Duke of Argyle had 
a fine head of him by the former. By the lat- 
ter he was drawn in armour wkh his grand-* 
fon Cardinal Howard. The Earl had de- 
figned too to have a large pi&ure, like that 
at Wilton, of himfelf and family : Vandyck 
actually made the defign,' but by the inter- 
vention of the troubles it was executed only 
in fmall by Ph. Frutiers at Antwerp, from 
whence Vertue engraved a plate. The Earl 
and Countefs are fitting under a ftate ; be- 
fore them are their children, one holds a 
fhield * prefehted by the great Duke of 
Tufcany to the famous Earl of Surrey at 
a tournament, and two others bring the hel- 
met and fword of James IV. taken at the 
viftory of Floddenfield, by the Earl of Sur- 
rey's father, Thomas Duke of Norfolk. Por- 
traits of both thofe noblemen are reprefented 
as hanging up near the canopy. 

I will conclude this article and chapter 
with mentioning that Francifcus Junius f 
was taken by the Earl of Arundel for his li-

brarian, 
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brarian, and lived in his family thirty years. 
The Earl had purchafed part of the library 
of the Kings of Hungary from Pirkeyme- 
rus; Henry Duke of Norfolk, by perlua- 
fion of Mr. Evelyn, bellowed it on the Royal

ONE cannot write the life of Rubens 
without tranfcribing twenty authors. 
The moft common books expatiate on a 
painter, whofe works are fo numerous ?ind fb 
well known. His pictures were equally 
adapted to pleafe the ignoraqt and the co- 
noiffeurs. Familiar fubjedts, familiar hif- 
tories, treated with great luftre and fullnefa 
of colouring, a richnefs of nature "and pro- 
priety of draperies, recommend themfelves 
at firft fight to the eyes of the vulgar. The 
juft boldnefs of his drawing, the wonderfull 
chiaro fcuro diffufed throughout his pic- 
tures, and not loaded like Rembrandt's to 
force out one peculiar ipot of light, the va- 
riety of his carnations, the fidelity to the 
cuftoms and manners of the times he was 
reprefenting, and attention to every part of 
his compofitionsj without enforcing trifles 
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too much or too much negiedting them, all 
this union of happy excellencies endear the 
works of Rubens to the beft judges : he is 
perhaps the fingle artift who attra&s the fuf- 
frages of every rank. One may juftly call 
him the popular painter ; he wanted that ma- 
jefly and grace which confine the works of 
the greateft mafters to the feweft admiitrd. 
I ffiall be but brief on the circumftances of 
his life ; he ftaid but little here,- in which 
light only he belongs to this treatHe.

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throw away his talents on fo diffipated a way 
of life. He quitted that feryice, and his fa- 
ther being dead, his mother confentetj to \c% 
him purfue his paflion for painting. Toby 
Verhaeft, a landfcape- painter, and Adam 
Van Oort were his firil matters, and thep 
Otho Venius, under whom he imbibed (one 
of his leaft merits) a tafte for allegory. The 
perplexed and filly emblems of Venius are 
well known. Rubens with nobler fimplit 
city is perhaps lefs juft in his. One may 
call fome of his pidhires a toleration of all 
religions. In one of the compartments of the 
Luxemburg!* gallery, a cardinal introduces 
Mercury to Mary de' Medici, and Hymen 
fupports her train at the facfamentof mar- 
riage, before an altar on which are the 
images pf God the Father and.Chrift. * At 
the age of tyrenty-three Rubens fet out for 
Italy, and entered into the fervice of Vincent 
ponzaga Duke of Mantua. One day while 
he yvas at that court, and was pointing the 
ftory qf Turn^s and A en ea$* intending to 
yrarm his imagination by the rapture of

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pottry, he repeated with energy thofe line* 
of Virgil : * 

Hie etiam patriis agmen cict, &c. 

The Duke who over heard him and entered 
the chamber, was furprized to find the mind p 
of his painter cultivated with a variety of 
racefull literature. Rubens was named 
Invoy to Spain, and carried magnificent 
prefents to the favorite Duke of Lermaj 
exerting at that court his political and ele- 
gant talents with a dignity and propriety. 
that raifed the latter without debafing the 
former. He converted little with the pain- 
ters of that country except Velafquez, with 
whom he continued a correfpondence of let- 
ters. 

The fame of the young painter reached 
Don John of Braganza, afterwards King of 
Portugal who invited him to Villa Viciofe. 
Rubens fet put with fuch a train, that the 
Duke apprehended the expence of enter- 
taining fo pompous a yifitor, and wrote to 
flop his journey, accompanying the excufe 
with a prelent of fifty piftoles. The painter. 

• • No wonder his emulation was raifed at Mantua, 
where the works of Homer were treated by Raphael and 
Julio Romano. 

refufdl 
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refufed the prefent, faid he had not propoied* 
to paint, but to pafs a week at Villa Viciofa; 
and had brought a thoufand piftoles that he 
iptended to fpend there. 

Returned to Mantua, the Duke fent him 
to Rome to copy the works of the great 
mafters. There he ftudied them, not what 
they had ftudied, the ancients ; Rubens was 
too carelefs of the antique as Pouflin copied 
it too fervilely. The former feemed never 
to have feen a ftatue, the latter nothing elfe. 
The reputation of Titian and Paul Veronefe 
drew Rubens to Venice; there he was in 
liis element, in the empire of colours. There 
he learned to imitate nature ; at Rome he 
had miffed the art of improving oh it. If he 
has not the fimplicity of Titian, he has far 
more than Paul Veronefe. The buildings 
with which he has enriched the back grounds 
of his compofitions, do not yield to thofe of 
the latter ; his landfcapes are at leaft equal 
to thofe of the former. Seldom as he prac- 
tifed it, Rubens was never greater than in 
Iandfcape ; the tumble of his rocks and trees, 
the deep fhadows in his glades and glooms, 
the watery funftiine, and dewy verdure, fhow 
* variety of genius, which are npt to be 

found 
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found in the inimitable but uniform glow of 
Claud Lorrain. 

Rubens was much worfe employed at 
Genoa, where l he drew merit of their palaces, 
and caufed them to be engraved in two vo- 
lumes. How could a genius like his over* 
ioojk the ruins of Rome, the defigns 6f Ra- 
phael and Michael Angelp, and the reftorers 
pf ancient archite&ure at Vienicfc, and "wafte 
his time on the very moderate beauties that 
he found ft Genoa, where their greateft art 
lay in crowding, magnificence into a narrow 
and aknaft ufeiefs fituation ? where moft of 
their palaces can only be feen from a fedin 
phair. x 

His mother's illnefs drew him back to 
Antwerp, where the Aithduke . Albert de- 
tained Jiim, and where he married his firfl 
wife Elizabeth Bjraiits. He built a palace 
and painted it within and Without. His ca- 
binet or rotunda was enriched with antique 
yafes, ftatues, medals apd pi<5turts. The 
Duke of Buckingham faw and coyeted 
it. Le Blpnd a whom I have mentioned 
in the life of Holbein, negotiated the bar- 
gain^ to )which r Rubens confented with re-? 
gret f The- favorite,, who was bent on the 

purchafe, 
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purchafe, gave, it is faid, ten thoufand 
pounds for what had nbt coft above a thou* 
(and. 

In Flanders he executed many great 
works, which created him as many ene- 
mies. They affe&ed to afcribe to the feho- 
lars whom he had formed or been forced to 
take to aflift him, as Jordaens, Van Uden, 
Snyder* and Wildens, the merits of the 
mafter— but the greater the talents of the 
affiftants, the higher the genius of the mas- 
ter. Do able painters work under an indif- 
ferent one ? Abraham Janffens challenged 
Rubens to a trial of their art ; Rubens re-i. 
plied he would engage with hifli, when 
Janffens had proved himfelf worthy to be 
his competitor. A more friendly offer was 
rejeded by him with equal wit. A chymift 
tendered him a fhare of his laboratory and of 
his hopes of the philofopher's ftone. Rubens 
carried the vifionary into his painting room, 
and told him his offer was dated twenty years 
too late, * c for fo long it is, faid he, fince I 
found the art of making gold with my pallet 
and pencils." 

From Antwerp he was called to Paris by 
Mary dc' Medici, and painted the oftenfible 

hiftorjr 
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hiftory of her life in the Luxemburg^ * A 
peculiar honour, as that Princefs was an Ita- 
lian. It is even faid that he gave her fome 
leffons in drawing. If the prodigious num- 
ber of large pieces painted by Rubens were 
not teftimonies of the abundance and faci- 
lity of his genius, this gallery alone, com- 
pleated in three years, would demonftrate 
it. As foon as it was finished, he returned 
to Antweqp, where his various talents were 
fo confpicuous, that he was pitched upon to 
negotiate a treaty of peace between Spain 
and England. The Infanta Ifabella fent 
him to Madrid for inftru£ions, where he 
ingratiated himfelf fo much with the Conde- 
Duc D'olivarez, that befides many valuable 
prefents, . he had a brevet for himfelf and 
his. fon of fecretary of the Privy-council, 
and was difmiffed with a fecret commiflion 
to King Charles, as I have mentioned be- 
fore, in which he had the honour of fuc- 
ceeding. 

Neither Charles nor Rubens overlooked

The King engaged him to paint the cielitlg 
of the Banquetting-houfe. ♦ The defign. is 
the apotheofis of King Jaflpfes, for whom, 
when once deified, there feems to h£Vfe been » 
no farther thought of erecting a monument* 
The original Jketch for the middle com- 
partment is preferved at Houghton- : tt had 
belonged to Sir Godfrey Knelkr, who often 
ftiidied it^ as is evident by Sir Godfrey's 
original fketch, at Houghton too, for the 
great equeftrian pi&ure of Kmg William at* 
Hampton-court, though in the larger piece- 
he feems to have forgot that he ever had 
ftudied the former defign. Sir Godfrey had 
heard that Jordaens aflifted » Rubens . in the 
execution ; if true, fome of the compart- 
ments mull have been pamted in Holland 1 
arid fent over hither, for I do not find that 
Jordaens was ever in England. Rubens 
received three thoufand pounds for his 
work. The building itfelf coft feventeen 
thoufand pounds. What had it been, if 
compleated! Vandyck was to have painted 
the fides with, the hiftory of the order of 
the garter. Inigo Jones, Rubens, and Van- 
dyck! Europe could not have fliown a 

nobler 
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nobler chamber. Kent in the lace reign re- 
paired the painting on the cieling. 

During his residence here Rubens painted 
for the King a St. George, * four feet high 
and feven feet wide. His majefty was rcpre- 
fented in the Saint, the Queen in Cleodelinde; 
each figure one foot and half high ; at a dis- 
tance a view of Richmond and the Thames. 
In another pi&ure the benefits of peace and 
rniferies of war. f 

Theodore Rogiers J modelled for the King 
a filver ewer . defigned by Rubens, with the 
judgment of Paris. There is a print from 
this vaie by James Neffs. 

This great painter was knighted at White-

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by negleft. At Wilton are two ; one, the 
Afiumption of the Virgin, painted for the 
Earl of Arundel while Rubens was in Eng- 
Jand, and with which he was fo pleafed him- 
felf, that he afterwards made a large pidture 
from it for a convent at Antwerp. The other 
contains four children, Chrift, an Angel, St. 
John, and a girl reprefenting the church. This 
pifture which is far fuperior to the foregoing, 
and very fine, is faid in the catalogue to be 
allowed to be the bell picture in England of 
Rubens * an hyperbole indeed. * At the Earl 
of Pomfret's /at Eafton was a portrait of 
Lodowic Duke of Richmond and Lenox.

beyond any mafter that ever lived. In his 
"fotyrs, though highly coloured and with 
ehara6teriftic countenances, he wanted poetic 
imagination. They do not fcem a Separate 
Ipecies,. but a compound of the human and 
animal, in which each part is kept too dif- 
tinft.. .His female fatyrs are fcarce more 
indelicate than his women ; one would think 
that, like Swift, he did not intend that 
Yahoos fliould be too difcriminate from *hu- 
mart nature^ though what the fatyrift drew 
from Ipleen, flowed in the painter from aa 
honeftdove of fle(h and blood. There are be- 
fides in Lord Orford-s colleftion the (ketches 
for the Cardinal Infant's entry into Antwerp?, 
the family of Rubens by his fcholar Jor- 
#aens j and his fecond wife Helena Fortran,*

Diepenbeck drew views of the 
Duke's feats in Nottinghamlhire and Der- 
byfhire, and portraits of the Duke, Duchefs, 
and his children, and gave defigns for feve- 
ral plates prefixed to the works of both their

Whofe WoHcS afr* {6 frequent ift England tfcsrt 
the generality of our people Can fcarce avoi4 
thinking hifrt their countryman, was born at 
Antwerp ill 1598, the only fon of a mer- 
chant, and of a mother, who was admired 
ft* painting floWefs in fimll, and for her 
needleworks in filk. Vaqdyck was firft 
blaced With Van Balen, who had ftudied at 
Rome, and painted figures both in large 
and frriall $ but the fame of Rubens drew 
a^ay.to a nobler ichool the young conge* 
nial altift. The prOgitfs of ttot difcipfe 
fpeediiy raifed him to the glory of affifting 
in the works from which he learned* Fame 
that always fuppofes jeakrafy is felt where 
there are grounds for it, attributes to Ru- 
bens an envy of which his liberal nature I 
believe was incapable, and makes him ad- 
yife Vandyck to apply himfelf chiefly to 
portraits. I fhall (how that jealoufy, at 
Ifeaft emulation, is rather to be afcrlbed 
to the fcholar than to the mafter. If Rur 
bens gave the advice in queftion, he gave 
it with reaibn ; not malicipufly. Vandyck 
had a peculiar genius for portraits ; his dra- 
peries 
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penes * are finifhed with a minutenefs of 
«uth not demanded in hiftoric campofi~ 
«ions; befides his invention was cold and 
tame, nor does he any where feem to have 
had much idea of the paffions, and their ex- 
preffion: Portraits require, none. If Ru- 
bens had been jealous of Vandyck, would 
he> as all their biographers agree he did, per- 
Aiade him to vifit Italy, whence himfclf had 
drawn his greateft lights ? Addifon diet not 
advife Pope to tranflate Homer, but aflifted 
Tickeli in a rival tranflatioru Vandyck 
after making prefents to Rubens of two or 
three hiftories, and the famous portrait of 
the latter's wife, let out for Italy, and made 
his firft refidence at Genoa. From thence 
he went to Venice^ which one may «all the 
metropolis of the Flemife. painters, whp 
ieem ib naturally addicted to colourings 
jdiat eyen in Italy they fee only with. Flemifli, 
eyes. Vandyck imbibed fa deeply the tints 
of Titian, that he is allowed to approach 
nearer to the carnations of that matter even* 
than Rubens ; Sir Antony had more deli-

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cacy than the - latter, but like him never 
reached the grace and dignity of the aiw 
tique. He feldom even arrived at beauty, 
Hrs Madonnas are homely; his ladies fa 
little 'flattered, that one is furprized he had 
fo much cuftom. He has left us to wonder- 
that the famous. Countefs of Carlifle could 
be thought fo charming j and had not Wal-. 
ler been a better painter, Sacharifia would 
make little impreflion now. One, excel- 
lence he had, which no portrait-painter ~ 
ever attained except Sir Godfrey Kneller; 
the hands are often the fineft part of his 
pi&ures. 

He went to Rome and lived fpendidly, 
avoiding the low converfation of his coun- 
trymen, and dtftinguifhed by the appella-* 
tion of the Pittore Cavalierefco.' It was at 
Rome he drew that capital portrait of Cardie 
nal Bentivoglio, who having been Nuncio in 
Flanders, had a partiality for their artifts, and 
as he celebrated their hiftory with his pen* 
Was in return almoft immortalized by one of 
their beft pencils, n 

Vandyck, while at Rome, received an in- 
vitation to Palermo, and went thither. There 
he painted Prince Philibert of Savoy, the 

Vice^ 
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[ Vice-Roy, and a paintrefs of fbme name, m 

\ Sophoniiba Anguifciola, then at the age of 

! ninety-one. But the plague fbon drove him 

from Sicily ; he returned to Genoa, where he 

had gained the higheft reputation, and where 

he has left many confiderable works. 

He, went back to Antwerp, and practiced 
both hiftory and portrait. Of the former 
kind were many applauded Altar-pieces ; ia 
the latter, were particularly the heads of his 
cotemporary artifts. He drew them in Chiaro 
fcuro on foall pannels, thirty-five of which 
are in the coiie&ion of the Countefs of Car- 
digan at Whitehall. . Admirable is the va- 
riety of attitudes and airs of heads ; bbt in 
thofe pieces he meaned to furpafs as well as 
^ " record. The whole collection has been 

thrice publifhed ; the firft edition by Vanderi 
Enden contains fourfcore plates; the fecond 
by Giles Hendrix, one hundred ; the laft by 
Verduffen, who effaced the names and let- 
ters of the original engravers. « Some of the 
plates were etched by Vandyck himfclf. I

Hearing of the favour King Charles 
fhowed to. the arts, Vandyck came to Eng- 
land, and lodged with his friend Geldorp* 
a painter, hoping to be introduced to the 
Kiag ; it k extraordinary he was not. He 
went away chagrined ; but his majdfcy foon 
learning what a treafure had been within 
his reach, ordered Sir Kenelm Digby, who 
had fat to Vandyck, to invite him over. He 
came, and was lodged among the King's 
artifts at Black-fryars, which Felibien, ac- 
cording to the dignity of ignorance which 
the French affieA, calls L Hotel de Slaifore. * 
Thither the King went often by water, and 
viewed his performances with lingular de- 
fight, frequently fitting to him himfelf, and 
befpeaking pi&ures of the Queen, his chil- 
dren and his courtiers, and conferring the 
honour of knighthood f on him at St. James's 
July j, 1632* This was foon attended by 
the grant of an annuity of 200/. a year for

Vandyck painted too for the 
King a twelfth Roman Emperor, to com- 
pleat the fet of Titian, in the room of one 
which was fpoiled and left at Mantua. They 
coft the King ioo/. a piece, and after his 
death were bought by the Spanish Embafla- 
dor, the firft purchafer of thofe effe&s. As 
the King's colle&ion was embezzled or taken

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any price for the works of Vandyck from that 
colle&ion. Sir Peter Lely, as may be fcen 
in his catalogue, had fevfcral capital ones. 

But it is at the Earl of Pembroke's at 
Wilton that Vandyck is on his throne. The 
great falon is entirely furnifhed by his 
hand. There is that principal pifture of 
Earl Philip and his family, ^hich though 
damaged, would ferve alone as a fchool of 
this mafter. Yet with great admiration of 
him I cannot but obferve how fhort he falls 
of his model Titian. What heads both of 
age and youth are in the family of Cornaro 
at Northumberland-houfe ! How happily is 
the difpofition of a religious aft chofen to 
throw expreffion into a groupe of portraits ! 
It is faid that the Earl of Pembroke had ob- 
tained leave to have a piece of the whole 
*oyal family by the fame hand, as a com- 
panion to his own. 

At Leicefter-houfe is a double portrait,

Bagnols. . It reprefents two of the wits of 
that time, T. Carew, of the privy-chamber 
to Charles I. and a poet, auid Henry Killi- 
grew. They had a remarkable difpute be- 
fore Mrs. Cecilia Crofts, filler of the Lord 
Crofts, to which Vertue fuppofed this pic- 
ture alluded, as in a play called the Wan- 
derer, was a long againft jealoufy, written 
on the faqne occafion. I have another very 
fine double portrait by him of the cele- 
brated Counters of CarliQc and her fifter 
the Countefs of Leicefter, which came from 
Penfliurft ; and I bought too after the death 
of Richardfon the painter the pi&ure of the 
Countefs of Exeter, which he has defcribed 
fo largely in one of his treatifes. 

I have referved. to the laft * the mention 
of the fineft picture in my opinion of this 
mafter. It is of the Earl of Strafford and 
his fecretary, at the Marquis of Rocking- 
ham's at Wentworth-rhoufe in Yorkfliire.

idea of the greateft man of the age. There 
is another of thefe pi&ures at Blenheim, but 
infinitely inferior* 

" In the cathedral of Glocefter are two eum^ 
bent figures of an alderman and his wife, 
evidently wrought from a defign of Van- 
dyck. It is great pity the fculptor is not 
known, fo fuccefsfully has he executed the 
manner of the painter. The figures, even 
in that taftelefs attitude, are eafy and grace- 
full, and the draperies have a peculiar free- 
dom. * 

Vandyck had 40/. for a half, and 60/. 
for a whole length; a more rational pro- 
portion than that of our prefent painters, 
who receive an equal price for the moft in- 
fignificant part of the pifture.

Towards the end of his life the King be- 
* flowed on him for a wife, Mary the daugh- 
ter of the unfortunate Lord Gowry, which 
if meaned as a fignal honour, might be 
calculated too to deprefs the difgraced fa* 
mily by conne&ing them with the blood 
of a painter. It is certain that the alliance 
does not feem to have attached Vandyck 
more ftrongly to the King ; whether he had 
any difgufts infufed into him by his new 
wife, or whether ambitious, as I have hint- 
ed, of vying with the glory of his mafter in 
the Luxemburg, Sir Antony loon after his 
marriage fet out for Paris, in hopes of be* 
ing employed there in fome public work.

The propofal ftruck the king's tafte, 
and by a fmall iketch * in chiaro fcuro for 
the proceffion, in which, though very feint, 
fome portraits are diftinguifhablc, it looks 
ajtjf it had been accepted, though fome fay 
it was reje&ed, on the extravagant price de- 
manded by Vandyck : I would not fpecify 
the fum, it is (b improbable, if I did not find 
it repeated in Fenton's notes on Waller.

the fweet painter * of little landfcapes and 
figure?, was born at Utrecht in 1586* and 
educated uftder Bloemart, whom he foon 
quited to travel to Italy, as he abandoned, 
fay our books, the manner of Elfheimer to 
ftudy Raphael— but it is impoflible to fay 
where they find Raphael in Polenburg. The 
latter formed a ftyle entirely new, and though 
preferable to the Flemifh, unlike any Ita- 
lian, except in having adorned his land- 
fcapes with ruins. There is a varniihed 
fmoothnefs and finifhing in his pi&ures that 
makes them always pleafing, though fimple 
and too nearly refembling one another. The 
Roman Cardinals were charmed with the 
neatnefs of his works; fo was the great 
Duke, but could not retain him. He re- 
turned to Utrecht and pleafed Rubens who 
had feveral of his performances. King 
Charles invited him to London, where he 
lived in Archer-ftreet next door to Geldorp, 
and generally painted the figures in Stecn- 
wyck's perfpedfcives.

This piece is probably of 
Steenwyck, and the figures, * which are co- 
pied frorri Varidyck, either of Polenburg or 
Van Baffen. 

The works of Polenburg are very fcarce ; f 
his fcholar, John de Lis of Breda, imitated 
his manhei 4 fo exaftly, that his pieces are 
often taken for the hand of his matter. The 
beft pifture in England of the latter is at the 
Vifcount Midletdn's* I have his own and 
his wife's portrait by him in fmall ovals on 
copper ; they were my father's. The wife is 
lUff and Dutch j his own is inimitable : 
Though worked up to the tender fmooth- 
nefs of enamel, it has the greateft freedom of 
pencil, the happieft delivery of nature. 

Charles could not prevail on Polenburg 
to fix here* He returned to Utrecht and 
died there in 1660, at the age of feventy- 
four.

Torrentius came over to England, 
but giving more fcandal than fatisfa<5Uon, he 
returned to Amfterdam, and remained there 
concealed "till his death in 1640, aged fifty- 
one.

Af- 
ter his return, he applied wjth indefatigable 
induftry to portrait in oil, tho f he fometimes 
pra6fcjce(| in miniature, and in hiftoiy and 
Jandfcape too. His largeft portraits * were 
generally fomewhat lefs than life. His ex- 
cellence is f^id to confift in delicacy an4 
foftpefs, with a clear and beautifull colour.- 
ing, }iis fliades not charged, byt helped by 
varnifli, with little appearance of the pen- 
cil. There is a print of him, his wife Ifa- 
bella Tofh and a young fon, painted by him- 
l^lf in 1623, engraved by Alexander Jame- 
fone, his defcendent, in 1728, and now in 
the poffeffion of Mr. John Alexander, limaer 
zf.

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Gfoorge j particularly another of himfelf iti 
his fchool, with (ketches both of hiftory and 
iandlcape, and with portraits of Chafrles I. 
his Queen, Jamefone's wife, and four others 
of his works from the life. 

When King Charles vifited Scotland in 
*4>33> the magistrates of Edinburgh, know-* 
ing his miyefty's tafte, employed Jamefone 
to make drawing* of the ScSottiih ftonarchs* 
with which the King was fo much pleafed, 
that inquiring for the painter, he fat 'to hini 
and rewarded him with a diamond ring from 
his own finger. 

It is ohfervable that jatfiefone always 
drew himfelf With his hat on, either in imi-> 
tation of his mafter Rubens, 6r on having 
been indulged in that liberty by the King 
when he fat to hirtl. 

Though moft of the confiderable fami- 
lies in Scotland are poffefled of works 
by this mafter, the greateft colleftion of 
them is at Taymduth, the feat of the Earl 
of Breadalbane ; Sir Colin Campbell * of 
Glenorchy, his Lordfhip's anceftor, having 
been the chief and earlieft patron of Jame-? 
fone, who had attended that gentleman on' 
his travels. From a MS, on vellom, con-

Befides die foregoing, Lord Breadalbane 
has at Taymouth, by the fame hand, eleven 
portraits of Lords and Ladies of the firft fa- 
milies in Scotland, painted in' -1636 and 
1637. 

From the extraft above, it appears that 
Jamefpne received no more for each of thofe 
heads than twenty pounds Scots, or one 
pound thirteen (hillings and four-pence Eng- 
lish: Yet it is proved by their public re- 
cords- that he died poffefled of an eafy for- 
tune, which he left to his three daughters, 
two of whom were honourably married. 
One of them, named Mar} 7 , diftinguifhed 
herfelf by-admirable needlework, a piece of 
which ufed to be exhibited on feftivals in the 
Church of St, Nicholas at Aberdeen. Her

Mapy of Jamefone ? s works are ia bod) 
colleges of Aberdeen. The Sybils there, 
it is faid, Jie drew from living beauties of 
that city. Mr. Baird of Auchmeddea iff 
Aberdeenihire has in one piece three young 
Ladies, cpufins, of the houfes of Argylcj 
^Errol and Kjnnoul, their ages, fi*, feven 
and eight, as marked on the fide of the 
pitfture. The fame gentleman has a fmaH 
whole length of William Earl of Pembroke, 
by fome afcribed to Vandyck. At Mr» 
Lindfay's of Wormefton in Fife is a double 
half length of two boys, of that fiurrafy^ 
playing with a dog, their ages f^ve aad thjee^ 
1636. 

There is a pcrfpeftive view of Ejdimbvrgh 
by Jamefbne, with a Neptune on th$ fore 
ground. 

Having fini£hed a fine whole length of 
Charles I. he cxpefted the magift rates of 
Aberdeen would pnrchafe it for their hall, 
but they offering him too inconfiderable a 

price, 
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price, he ibid it to a gentleman in the north 
gf England. * 

. J^mefone had many fcholars, particu-* 
lady Michael Wright, mentioned in the 
third Yohime of thefe Anecdotes. His own 
portrait is in the Florentine chamber of 
Painters. 

Though Jamefone is little known iij 
England, his character as well as his works 
were greatly efteemed in his own country. 
Arthur Johnfton, the Poet, addreffed to hmv 
an elegant Epigram on the pifture of the 
Marchionefs of Huntley, which may be feen 
in the works of that author printed at Mid* 
dfcburgh in 1642. The portrait itfelf is 
extant in the colle&ion of the Duke of Gor- 
don ; and in the Newton-college of Aber- 
deen is the pi&ure of Do&or Johnfton him T 
felf by the fame hand, A Latin Elegy 
compofed by David Wedderburn was print T 
ed on his death, which happened in 16*44, 
at Edinburgh, where he was interred in th$ 
church- yard by the .Gray-friars* but without 
any monument. . 

By his will, written widi his own hand in

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July 1 641 , and breathing a lpirit of mucfj 
piety and benevolence, he provides kindly 
for his wife and children, and leaves many 
legacies to his relations and friends, parti? 
cularly to Lord Rothes the King's pi&urfc 
from head to foot, and Mary with Martha in 
one piece : to William Murray he gives the 
medals in his coffer, makes a handfome pror 
vifion for his natural daughter, and beftotvs 
liberally on the poor. That he (bould be i« 
a condition to do all this, feems estrsordU 
nary, his prices having been fo moderate ; for 
enumerating the debts due to him, he charges 
Lady Haddington for a whqle length of her 
hufband and Lady Selon's of the ferine di r 
menfions, frames and all, but three hun- 
dred marks ; and Lord Maxwell for his 
own pidure and his Lady's, to their knees, 
one hundred marks ; both funis of Scots 
money. 

Mr. Jamifone * has likewife a memo? 
randum written and figned by this painter, 
mentioning a MS. in his pofTeffion, f c con? 
taining two hundred leaves of parchment 
of excellent write adorned with diverfe hif T 
torys of our Saviour curioufly limned,**

WILLIAM DOBSON, 

Whom King Charles called the Englifh Tiri- 
toretj was born in 1616, in St. Andrew's 
parifh in Hfolbourn; his family had been 
gentlemen of good rank at St. Alban's, but 
having fallen into decay, he was put ap- 
prentice *" to Sir Robert Peake, whom 1 
have mentioned, a painter and dealer in 
pi&ures. Under him, though no excellent 
performer, but by the advantage of copy- 
ing fbme piftures of Titian and Vandyck, 
Dobfon profited fo much, that a pifture he 
had drawn being expofed in the window of 
a fhop on Snow-hill, Vandyck pafling by 
was ftruck with it, and inquiring for the 
author, found him at work in a poor garret, 
from whence he took him and recommend- 
ed him to the King. On the death of 
Vandyck, Dobfon was appointed Serjeant- 
painter, and groom of the privy-chamber, 
and attended the King to Oxford, and iodg-

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cd hi the high-ftreet almoft dvef againlfc 
St. Mary's church, in a hoiife where tom6 
of his works remained 'till of late years* 
At Oxford his Majefty, Prince Rupert, and 
feveral of the Nobility * fat to him * but 
the declenfion of the King's affairs proved 
fatal to pobfon ; he loved his pleafures> 
and not having had time to enrich himfelf^ 
was involved in debts and thrown into pri- 
Ion, from whence he was delivered by one 
Mr* Vaughan of the Exchequer, whole pic- 
ture he drew and thought it the befl: of his 
portraits. He enjoyed this releafe but $ 
fliort time -, dying at the age of thirty-fix, 
he was buried at St. Martin's Oftober l8> 
1646. A fhort life, in which he had pro* 
mifed much excellence* His piftures are 
thought the befl: imitations of Vandyck j 
they are undoubtedly very faithfull tranf* 
cripts of nature. He painted hiftory as well 
as portrait 5 and even the latter generally

The favorite painter of the Queen of Bo- 
hemia, was born in 1592 at Utrecht, and in- 
ftru&ed in painting by Bloemart, but he 
compleated his ftudies at Rome, where he 
ftayed feveral years, and painted many things 
for Prince Juftiniani, and other works, ex- 
celling particularly in night-pieces and can- 
dle-lights. On his return he married well,

Mr. Weft has the portraits of the Marquis 
of Montrofe, of the Princes Rupert and 
Maurice with his name written to them thus, 
filonthorft.

HORATIO GENTILESCHI 

a native of Pifa, was difciple of Aurelio 
Lomi his half brother. After diftinguifh- 
ing himfelf at Florence, Rome and Genoa, 
he went to Savoy, and from thence palling 
into France, was invited over by King 
Charles, who gave him lodgings and a con- 
fiderable falary, and employed him in his 
palaces, particularly at Greenwich, in paint- 
ing ridings. Nine pieces, which were in 
that palace, were fold after the King's death 
for 600 /. and are now the ornaments of the 

hall 
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hall at Marlborough-houfe. He worked 
too for Villiers * Duke of Buckingham at 
York-houfe. A deling from thence was 
fince at the houfe of Sheffield Duke of Buck- 
ingham in St. James's park. It reprefented 
die nine mufes in a large circle. He painted 
too the* family of Villiers, and a large pic- 
ture for him eight feet wide by five high, 
of a Magdalen lying in a grotto contem- 
plating a fkull. At Hampton-court is his 
Jofeph and Potiphar's wife -, he drew other 
things for the King and prefented him 
with a book of drawings. Of Lot and his 
daughters there is a print after him, in 
whkh he is called by miftake Civis Ro- 
manus, engraved by Lucas Vofterman. He 
made feveral attempts at portrait painting, 
but with little fuccefs, and after refiding 
here about twelve years, died at the age of 
eighty-four, and was buried under the al-

NICHOLAS LANIERE 

was one of thofe artifts, whofe various ta- 
lents were fo happy all as to fuit the tafte 
of Charles the firft. Laniere was born in 
Italy, was a mufician, painter, engraver, and 
underftood hands. 'He had great fhare in

JOHN D E CRITZ 

has been mentioned in the former volume. 
Though ferjeant-painter to Charles I, he 
may more properly be called a retainer to 
the arts than a profeflbr. His life is to be 
colkfted rather from office-books than from 
his Works or his reputation. Yet he was 
not ignorant. I have two fketches of heads 
drawn by him with a pen, that are maf- 
terly. Vertiie faw many more in the hands 
of Murray the painter who was fcholar of a 
ion or nephew of De Critz, who, accord- 
ing to Murray, painted bravely fcenes for 
mafks.

,and others were buyers of the King's goods 
to th£ value of 4999/. Rich. Symonds fays 
that at De Critz's houfe in Auftin-fryars 
were three rooms full of the King's pi&ures. 
.Emanuel De Critz, brother or fon, was one 
of the petitioners to the council of ftate for 
delivery of the goods they had purghafed, 
which had been detained by Cromwell. 
Thomas De Critz, brother of John, was a 
painter too, and fyperior, faid Murray, to 
.his brother. One of the name was mace- 
bearer to the houfe of parliament, A head 
of one Oliver De Critz, with a paper in his 
hand, is- in the mufeum at Oxford. John 
De Critz had a fchplar called Le Menfe, 
who was born at Antwerp. 

ADRIAN H ANNE MAN 

was born at the Hague, and painted both 
hiftory and portraits, having ftudied under 
.one Ravefteyn, but more from the works of 
Vandyck, of whofe airs of heads Vertue 
•thought him the beft imitator. He made

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love, as is faid before, to the niece of Cor- 
nelius Janfen though without fuccefs, and 
drew that painter, his wife and fon. He 
came to England in the reign of King 
Charles, and for fome time worked under 
Mytens, and continued here fixteen years. 
Returning to Holland, he became the fa- 
vorite painter of Mary Princefe of Orange; 
There is a pifture of her and the Prince in 
armour at Lord Strafford's at Wentworth : 
caftle, painted, I believe, by Hanneman. 
At Windfor, * a portrait of Duke Hamil- 
ton : at Workfop, the Duke of Norfolk's, a 
picture of kettles and utenfils. Sir Peter

FRANCIS BARLOW 

was of more note than the preceding artifts* 
f He was born in LThcolnfhire, and placed 
with one Sheperd a face-painter; bm his 
cafte 5ay to birds, fife and animals > in which 
be made great figure, though his colouring 
was not. equal to his defigns — confequently, 
which is not often the Cafe, the prints . frbm 
Jus wtorks did him more honouf, than the 
works themfelves, Specially as he had die 
good fortune to have fbme of them engraved

he arrived earlier than many I have men- 
tioned, I referved him 'till I had difpatched 
$ie performers in oil. He was born at 
Roftock and retained in the fervice of Chrif- 
tian IV., King of Denmark, but the excel- 
lence of his genius prompted him to the 
fearch of better models than he found in 
that northern climate. He travelled to 
Italy and ftayed there four years; it was 
a£ Rome, I fuppofe; he learned thole beau- 
tiful! grotefques, in which he afterwards 
fhone. At Venice he became known to 
Sir Henry Wotton, and Sir Robert Anftru* 
ther recommended ,him to Prince Charles, 
He arrived while the Prince was in Spain, 
but notwithftanding was graQtoufly received 
by King James, who mentions that circum- 
ftaiice in a Latin letter that he wrote to the 
Vol. II.

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King of Denmark, defiring leave to detain 
Cleyn in England,, though with a permiflion' 
to return firft to Copenhagen and finifh a 
work he had begun there, and promifiag to ; 
pay the expence of his journey. The letter 
is preferred by Fuller *^ The requeft was 
granted, and Cleyn returned to London at 
die end of the fumrnep. The King had juft 
theft given two thoufand pounds towards 
Sir Francis Crane's new manufacture of 
tapeftry at Mortlack- They had worked" 
only after old patterns j Cleyn, was placed 
there, and gave defigns both in hiftory and 
grotefque, which carried thole works to 
lingular perfedbion..

knew not how to prepare for the fire, their 
attempts had great fuccefs. Petitot executetf 
the heads and hands, Bordier, the hair, dra- 
peries and grounds. 

In this intcrcourfe of fecial labour, the 
two friends fet out for Italy. As painters, 
the treafures of the art were open to them 5 
as enamellers, they improved too by fre-. 
quenting the beft chymifts of that country ; 
but it was in England that they were fb for- 
tunate as to learn the chokreft fecrets in thfe 
•branch to which they had devoted them- 
frfves. Sir Theodore Mayern, firft phyfician 
to Charles, and a great chymift, communi- 
cated to them the procefs of the principal co- 
lours which ought to be employed in enamel,

Mayern introduced Petitot to the King, 
who knighted and gave him an apartment 
in Whitehall.

But the bio- 
grapher had told us that that ftep was al- 
ready taken j and furely had not been aban- 
doned during a long ftay in Italy.

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which, though more laboured, has lels merit 
in richnefs of tints, than his Englifh works* 
Yanderdort mentions a carving by Petitot 
from Titian's Lucretia, in which way I find 
no other account of his attempts, though, as 
his father was a fculptof, he probably had 
given his (on ibn>e inftru&ions* 

The tragic death of his royal proteftof 
was a dreadful ftroke, fays his biographer, 
to Peticot, who attended the exiled family to 
Paris • Lqueftion, as fo few Englifh portraits 
appear by his hand, and none that I know 
later than 1642, whether the Civil War did 
not early drjv^ him back to France; but 
Bordier undoubtedly remained here fome 
time longer, haying been employed by the 
parliament to p?'\nt a memorial of the battle 
of Nafeby, which they prefented to Fairfax 
their; victorious general* This fingujar curio- 
fity is now ui my pofiefliqn, purchafed from 
the.Mufeum of Thorefby, who * bought it,

nally ferved, I fttppofe, for the top and bot- 
tom of a watch, fuch enamelled plates being 
frequent to old watches inftead of cryftals* . 
On the outlrde of that which I take for the 
bottom, is a reprefentation of the Houfe of 
Commons, as. exhibited on their feals by 
Simon. Nothing can be more perfect than 
thefe diminutive figures % of many even the 
countenances are diftinguiihable. On die 
other piece, within, is delineated the battle 
of Nafeby; on the outfide is Fairfax him- 
felf on his cheftnut ho*fe, men engaging at 
a diftance* The figure and horfe are copied 
from Vandyck, but with a freedom, and rich- 
nefs of colouring, perhaps furpaffing due 
great mafter* Under the horfe, pne reads 
Fr B. fecit. Thi$ is the finglp worfc ^luch 
can with certainty be allowed to Bordier 
alone, and which demoflftrate* how ynjuftly 
his fame has been abforbed ift thq renown 
x£ his brother-in-Jaw.

In 165 1 he married Margaret Cuper 5 the 
celebrated Drelincourt performed the cere- 
mony at Charenton j for Petitot was a zea- 
lous pfoteftanti % and* dreading the confe- 
qiiences of the revocation of the edi£t of 
Nantes in 1685, he begged permiflion of the 
King to retire to Geneva. Louis, who did 
hot care to part with fo favourite a painter/ 
and who perhaps thought that an enameller's 
Religion was not compofed of fternef ftuff,- 
than the great Turenne's,' eluded . his de- 
mand ; arid at laft being preffed with repeat- 
ed memorials, fent Petitot to Fort-l'eveque,- 
and Bofluet to convert him. The fubtle 
apoftle, who had woven fuch z texture of 
devotion and ambition; that the latter was 
fcarce diftinguifhable from the former; had 
the mortHfcatiori of not fucceeding, and Pe- 
titot's chagrin bringing on a fever, he at laft 
obtained his Kberty, now aimoft arrived at 
"the age of foiirfcore, which makes it pro 4 - 
bable that his 4 conversion : rather than his 
pencil had been the foundation of detain- 
ing hint. He ho fooner was free, than he 
efcaped with- his wife to Geneva in 1685. 
His children, who dreaded the Kingfs wrath, 

remained' 
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remained at Paris, and throwing themfelves 
at his feet, implored his prote&ion. His 
Majefly, fays my author, received them with 
great goodnefs, and told them, he willingly 
forgave an old man, who had a whim of be- 
ing btiried with his fathers. — I do not doubt 
but this is given, and pafied at the time, for 
a bon-mot — but a very flat witticifm cannot 
depreciate the glory of a confeflbr, who has 
fuffered imprifonment, refifted eloquence, 
and facrificed the emoluments of court-favor 
to the uprightnefs of his confcience. Petitot 
did not wifli to be buried with his fathers, 
but to die in their religion. 

Returned to his country, the good old man 
continued his darling profeflion. The King 
and Queen of Poland defired to be painted 
by his hand, and fent their portraits to be 
copied by him in enamel, but the mefienger 
finding him departed, proceeded to Geneva, 
where he executed them with all the vigour 
of his early pencil. The Queen was repre- 
fcnted fitting on a trophy, and holding the 
pifture of the King. For this piece he re- 
ceived an hundred Louis d'ors. 

So great was the concourfe to vifit him, 
tjut he w$s obliged to quit Geneva and re- 
tire to Veray, a little town in the canton of 

Vol. II. Q^ $erne, 
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Berne, where as he was painting his wife, an 
illnefs feized and carried him off in a day, 
in 1 691, at the age of fburfcore and four. 
He had had feventeen children ; one of his 
daughters, a widow, was living in 1752. My 
portrait of Charles I. came from one of his 
fons, who was a major in our fervice, and 
who died Major-General at North Allerton 
in Yorkfhire, aged 60, July 19, 1764. Of 
the reft, one only attached himfelf to his fa- 
ther's art and pra&iced in London, his father 
often fending him his works for models. 
This fon painted in miniature top, and left 
defcendents, who are fettled at Dublin, from 
one of whom the Duchefs of Portland has 
purchafed a final 1, but exquiiite head of theis 
anceftor by himfelf. * 

It is idle to write a panegyric on th$ 
greateft man in any vocation. That rank 
difpenfes with encomiums, as they are never 
wanted but where they may be conteftecl.

Petitot 
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Petitot generally ufed plates of gold or filver, 
fefclom copper. In the dawn of his reputa- 
tion he received twenty guineas for a pi£hrte, 
which price he afterwards railed to forty. 
His cuftom was to have a painter to draw 
the likenefs in oil, from which he made his 
iketches, and then finiflied them from the life. 
Thofe of Louis he copied from the beft pic- 
tures of him, but generally obtained one of 
two fittings for the completion. His* bkn 
grapher fays, that he often added * hands to 
his portraits j I have feen but one fuch, the 
whole length of Lady Southampton \ and that 
at Loretto there is of his work an iricompa- 
rable pi&ure of the Virgin. M. d' Heneri a 
colle&or at Paris poffefles more than thirty of 
this great mailer's performances, particularly 
the portraits of Mefdames de la Valiere, 
Montefpan, Fontanges, &c. Another has- 
thofe of the famous Cduntefs f d'Olonne^

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the Duchcfs of Bouillon, and other ladies of 
the court. Van Gunft engraved after Peti- 
tot the portrait of Chevreau. 

Of Bordier, we have no fuller account than 
this incidental mention of him j yet I have 
fhown that his is no trifling claim to a prin- 
cipal place among thofe artifts whofe works 
we have mod reafon to boaft. I wifh this 
clue may lead to farther difcoveries concern- 
ing him ! 

I come now to other artifts in the reign of 
Charles ; and firft of ftatuaries. 

ANDREW KEARNE 

a German, was brother-in-law of Nicholas 
Stone the elder, for whom he worked. Kearne 
too carved many ftatues for Sir Juftinian 
Ifham, at his houfe near Northampton. . At 
Somerfet-ftairs he carved the River-god 
which anfwered to the Nile, made by Stone, 
and a lioneft on the water-gate of York- 
ftairs. For the Countcfs of Mulgrave a Ve- 
nus and Apollo of Portland-ftone, fix feet 
high, for each of which he had (even pounds. 
He died in England, and left a fon that was 
alive fince 1700.

works, and this, as Mariette faid, was his chef d'ceavre.

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JOHN SCHURMAN 

born at Embden, was another of Stone's 
workmen, and afterwards fet up for himfelf. 
He was employed by Sir John Bafkerville ; 
made two fhcpherds fitting for Sir John 
Davers of Chelfea ; a marble ftatue of Sir 
T. Lucy, for his tomb in Warwickfhire, for 
which he was paid eighteen pounds, and fifty 
Shillings for polifhing and glazing , the fame 
for a ftatue on * Lord Belhaven's tomb ; a 
little boy on the fame monument; two 
fphinxes for Sir John Davers ; and Hercules 
and Antaeus for that gentleman's garden, at 
the rate of fixteen pounds. 

EDWARD PIERCE 

father and fon, are mentioned here together, 
though the father was a painter. chiefly in 
the reign of the firft Charles, the fon a .fta- 
tuary who worked moftly under the fecpnd 
Charles, but each may be allotted to either 
period.

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part of his works confiding of altar-pieces 
and fielings of churches were deftroyed in 
the fire of London. One of his ridings 
was in the church of Covent-garden. For 
fome time he worked under Vandyck, and 
fcveral of his performances are at the Duke 
of Rutland's at Bel voir. A book of freeze- 
work in eight leaves, etched in 1640, was I 
fuppofe by the hand of the father ; as to him 
muft be referred an entry in an office-book, 
where he is mentioned for painting and gild- 
ing frames of pictures it Somerfet-houfe at 
two fhillings the foot, Feb. 17, 1636. He 
alfo agrees to paint and gild the chimney- 
piece in the crofs-gallery there for eight 
pounds. Dobfon drew his pidture. He died 
a few years after the reftoration and wa$ bu- 
ried at Stamford. He had three fons, who 
all, fays Graham, * became famous in their 
different ways. One was John Pierce, a 
painter ; of the third, I find no account of ht9 
profeffion ; the other was Edward the ftatuary 
and architedt. He made the ftatues of Sir

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bf Thomas Evans, matter of, and a great 
benefa&or to, the company of painters in 
1687 : 'the buft is in their hall : a model of 
the head of Milton, which Vertue had, the 
buft of Sir Chriftopher Wren in the pidure- 
gallery at Oxford, and a buft of Cromwell 
fold at an au&ion in 17 14. He much af- 
fifted Sit- Chriftopher in many of his de- 
figns, and built the church of St. Clement 
under his direction. Edward Pierce too 
carved .the four dragons on the monument, 
at fifty pounds each. The whole coft of that 
column, exclufive of the dragons, and of the 
bafrelief which is not mentioned in the ac- 
count, appears by the furvey of Hooke, 
Leybourn and others, to have amounted to 
8060/. A rich vafe at Hampton- court is 
Smother of the works of Pierce. He lived 
Arid died at his houfe the corner of Surrey- 
ftreet in the Strand, and was buried at St. 
Mary's le Savoy, In 1698. 

HUBERT LE SOEUR, 

one of the few we have had that, may be 
called a claffic artift, was a Frenchman, 
and difciple of John of Boulogne. He ar- 
rived at leaft as early as 1630, and by the

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only * two of his works that remain, wc may 
judge of the value of thofe that are loft or 
deftroyed. . Of the latter were a f buft of 
Charles I. in brafs, with a helmet furmount- 
ed by a dragon a la Romaine, three feet high, 
on a black pedeftal : The fountain at So- 
merfet-houfe with feveral ftatues ; and fix J 
brazen ftatues at St. James's. Of thofe ex- 
tant are, the ftatue in brafs of William Earl 
of Pembroke in the pi&ure-gallery at Ox- 
ford, given by the grand -father of the pre- 
sent Earl j and the noble equeftrian figure 
of King Charles at Charing-crofs, in which 
the commanding grace of the figure and 
exquifite form of the horfe are ftriking to 
the moft unpra&iced eye. This piece was 
caft in 1633 in a ipot of ground near the 
church of Covent-garden, and hot being 
eredted before the commencement of the 
civil war, it was fold by the parliament to 
John Rivet a brazier living at the dial

break it in pieces. But the man produced 
ibme fragments of old brafs, and concealed 
the ftatue and horfe under ground 'till the re- 
Iteration. They had been made at the ex- 
pence, of the family of Howard- Arundel, who 
have ftill receipts to ihow by whom and for 
whom they were caft. They were fet up in 
their prefent fituation at the expence of the 
crown, about 1678, by an order from the 
Earl of Danby, 'afterwards Duke of Leeds. 
The pedeftal was made by Mr. Grinlin Gib- 
bons. Le Soeur had a fon Ifaac who was 
buried Nov. 29, 1630, at Great St. Bartho- 
lomew's. • The father lived in the clofe. 

ENOCH W Y A T 

caryed two figures pn the water ftaijrs . of 
Somerfet-houfe, and a ftatue of Jupiter. And 
he altered and covered the King's ftatues, 
which during the .troubles were thruft into 
Whitehall-garden, and which, it feems, were 
too heathenifhly naked to be espofed to the in- 
flarameable eyes of that devout generation. 

Z ACH ARY TAYLO R 

lived near Smithfield, was a furveyor and 
carver to the King, as he is called in a 

book 
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book belonging to the board of worics in 
I631. In 1637 he is mentioned for carv- 
ing the frames of the pictures in the croft* 
gallery at Somerfet-houfe at two fhillings 
and two -pence per foot. He carved fome 
things too at * Wilton. Mr. Davis of the 
Tennis-court at Whitehall had a good por- 
trait of Taylor with a compafs and fquare in 
his hands. 

JOHN OSBORN 

was another carver of that time : Lord Ox~ 
ford had a large he^d in relievo on tortoife- 
fhell of Frederic Henry Prince of Orange j 
and thefe words, Joh, Ofborn, Angl, Am- 
ftelod. fecit, 1626. 

MARTIN JOHNSON 

was a celebrated engraver of ffeals, and 
lived at the fame tiffi£ with Thomas and 
Abi-aham Simon, the medallifts. He was 
a rival of the fcmierj who tifed puncheons 
for his graving, which Johnfon never, did, 
calling Simon a puncher, not a graver.

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dcfign were at Windfor, particularly two 
large gilt water-pots, which coft 235 /. two 
candlefticks weighing 47 1 ounces j on the 
foot of one of them was chafed Chrift peach- 
ing on the mount ; on the other, the pa- 
rable of the loft Iheep ; and two covers for 
a bible and common-prayer book, weigh- 
ing 233 ounces; the whole amounting to 
3580 ounces, and cofting 1564/. were in 
the year 1639, when the laft parcels were 
delivered, prefented as offerings by his ma- 
jefty to the chapel of St. George. But in 
1642 captain Foy broke open the treafury, 
and carried away all thefe valuable curio- 
fities^as may be feen more at large in Dug- 
dale. An agreement was made with the 
Earl-marfhal, Sir Francis Windebank, and 
Sir Francis Crane, for plate to be wrought 
for the King at twelve Ihillings per ounce, 
and before the month of June 1637, he had 
finifhed nine pieces. Some of thefe I fup- 
pofe were the above-mentioned : others were 
gilt, for Vianen complained that by the ex- 
pence of the work, and the treble-gilding, 
he was a great lofer, and defired to be 
eonfidered. The defigns themfelves were 
thought fb admirable, as to be preferved in 
the royal collection. King Charles had be-

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fides four plates chafed with the ftory of 
Mercury and Argus. * Mr. Weft -has two 
oval heads in alto relievo fix inches high 
of Charles and his Queen, with die initial 
letters of the workman's name, C. V. Lond.

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Vianen, above-mentioned* Christian Vianen 
bad a very good difciple, 

FRANCIS FANELLI, 

a Florentine, who chiefly praftifed calling 
in metal, and though inferior to Le Soeur, 
was an artift that did credit ta the King's 
tafte. Vanderdort mentions in the royal 
collection a little figure of a Cupid fitting on, 
a horfe running, by Fanelli, and calk him 
the one-eyed Italian. The figures of Charles I* 
and his Queen in niches in the quadrangle 
of St. John's college Oxford were caft by 
him, and are well defigned. They were the 
gift of Archbifhop Laud, and were buried 
fpr feeurity in die civil war, William Duke 
of Newcastle was a patron of Fanelli, and 
bought many of his works, ftiU at Welbeck * 
particularly a head in brafs of Prince Charles 
5640; with the founder's . name behind the 
pedeftal, Fr. Fanellius, Florentine, fculptor 
ipagp. Brit, regis. And feveral figures in 
fmall brafs ; as, St. George with the dragon 
dead ; another combating the dragon \ two 
horfes grazing; four others in different* atti- 
tudes ; a Cupid and a Turk, each on horfe- 
Back, and a centaur with a woman* By the 
9 fame 
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fame h^nd, or \~& Soeur's, are, I conclude, 
the three following curious bufts, in bronze a 
a head of Edward Lord Herbert of Chir^ 
bury, the Author, in the ppffeflion of the 
Earl of Powis; and two different of the? 
Lady Venetia Digby* wife of Sir Kendm. 
Behind the beft of them, on which the 
point-lace of her handkerchief is well ex- 
preffed, is written this tender line, " Ux-* 
orem vivarti amare voluptas, defun&am re- 
ligio.'' One of thefe was probably faved 
from her monument.

JOHN VARINorWARIN 

was an eminent medallift in France, but ap- 
pears by forne works to have been in Eng- 
land, at leaft to have been employed by 
Englifli; there are four fuch pieces in the 
collection of Mr. Weftj the firft, a large 
madalion caft, GuiL fil. Rob. Ducy mil. et 
baronet, aetat. fuae 21, 1626. Another, a 
caft medal of Philip Howard S. R. E. Card. 
Norfolk. Endymion Porter aetat. 48, 1635. 
And Margareta, uxor, aet. 25, 1633. I have 
a good medal of Cardinal Richelieu by Wa- 
rm, who died in 1 67 5, as I learn from a jet- 
ton of him by Dacier.

The laft artift that I have to produce of 

this period, but the greateft in his profeffion 

. .; R 2 that 
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that has appeared in thefe kingdoms, and ft& 
great, that in that reign of. arts we fcarce- 
know the name of another architect, was 

INIGO JONES, 

who> if a table of fame like that in the Tat- 
ler, were to be formed for men of real and 
indifputable genius in every country, would, 
fave England from the difgrace of not having 
her representative among the arts. She adopt- 
ed Holbein and Vandyck, (he borrowed Ru- 
bens, flic produced Inigo Jones* Vitruvius 
drew up his Grammar,. Palladio fhowed him 
the practice, Rome difplayed a theatre worthy . 
of his emulation, and King Charles wa*. 
ready to encourage, employ, and reward his 
talents. This is the hiftory of Inigo Jones 
as a genius. The particulars of his. life have, 
been often written, and therefore I (hall run . 
them over very briefly; adding fome lefs 
known minutiae [which, I fear, are the cha- 
radteriftics of thefe. volumes] and fopie cat a-, 
logue of his works. 

He was born about 1572, the foft of a 
cloth-worker, and by the molt probable ac- 
counts,- bound apprentice to a joiner* but 
even in that obfeure fituation>. the brijght- 

Ocfs 
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*iefs of his capacity burft forth fo ftrongly, 
that he was taken notice of by one of the 
great Lords at court ; feme fay, it was the 
Earl of Arundel ; the greater * number that 
it was William Earl of Pembroke j though 
againft that opinion there is, at leaft> a nega- 
tive evidence, which I fliall mention prefently. 
By one of thefe Lords, Inigo was fent to Italy 
to ftudy landfcape-painting, to which his in- 
clination then pointed, and for which that he 
had a talent, appears by a fmall * piece pre- 
ferved at Chifwick : the colouring is very in- 
different, but the tree* freely and mafterly 
imagined. He was no fooner at Rome, than 
he found himfelf in his Iphere. He felt that 
nature had not formed him to decorate cabi- 
nets, but defign palaces. He dropped the 
pencil, and conceived Whitehall. In die ftate 
of Venice he faw the works of Palladio, and 
learned how beautifully tafte may be exerted 
on a lefs theatre than the capital of an em- 
pire. How his abilities diftinguiflied them- 
ftlves in a fpot where they certainly had no 
opportunity to aft, f we are not told, though

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it would not be the leaft curious part of hb 
hiftory ; certain it is, that on the ftrength of 
his reputation at Venice, Chriftian. IV. in- 
vited, him to Denmark and appointed him 
his architect ; but on what buildings he was 
employed in that country we are yet to 
learn. James I. found him at Copenhagen, 
and Queen Anne took him in the quality of 
her architedt to Scotland. He ferved Prince 
Henry in the fame capacity, and the place of 
furveyor-general of the works was granted 
to him in reverfion. On the death of that 
Prince, with whom at leaft all his lamented 
qualities did not die, Jones travelled once 
more to Italy, and affifted by ripenefs of 
judgment perfe&ed his tafte. To the inter- 
val between thofe voyages I (hould be in- 
clined to afiign thofe buildings of Inigo, 
which are lefs pure, and border too much 
upon that baftard ftyle, which one calls 
King James's Gothic. Inigo's defigns of that 
period are not Gothic, but have a littlenefs 
of parts and a weight of ornaments, with 
which the revival of the Grecian tafte was 
encumbered, and which he ihook off in his 
grander defigns. The furveyor's place fell 
and he returned to England, and as if archi- 
, te&ure was not all he had learned at Rome, 

with

With an air of Roman difintereftednefs he gave 

tip the profits of his office, which he found 
extremely in debt, and prevailed on the 
comptroller and paymafter to imitate his ex- 
ample, 'till the whole arrears were cleared. 

In the reign of James I find a payment by 
a warrant from the council to Inigo Jones, 
Thomas Baldwin, William Partington and 
George Weale, officers of his majefty's wotfes, 
for certain fcaffolds and other works by them 
made, by the command of the Lord Cham- 
berlain, againfl: the arraignment of the Earl 
of Somerfet and the Countefs his Lady, The 
expence was twenty pounds. 

In the Foedera * is a commiflioji to the 
Earl of Arundel, Inigo Jones and feveral 
others; to prevent building on nfcw founda- 
tions within two mile3 of London and palace 
of Weftminfter. 

In i6ao he was employed in a manner 

Very unworthy of his genius. King' James 

fet him upon difcovering, that is, guefling, 

. who were the founders of Stone-henge, His

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ideas were all romanized; confequehtly hfc 
partiality to his favorite people, which oughg 
rather to have prevented him from charging 
.them with that ma(s of barbarous clumfi- 
nefs, made him conclude it a Roman Tem- 
ple. It is remarkable that whoever has 
treated pf that monument, ha? bellowed it 
on whatever clafs of antiquity he was pecu- 
liarly fond of; and {here is ijot a heap of 
(tones in thefe Northern countries, from 
which nothing can be proved, bijt has beep 
made to deppfe in favour of fome of thefp 
fantaftic hypothefes. Where there was fo 
much room for vifions, the Phoenicians coul£ 
not avoid coming in for theij: fliare of the 
foundation ; and for Mr. Tolaqd's part, he 
.difcovered a litde ftone-henge in Ireland, 
built by the Druidefs Gealcopa, (who does 
not know the Druidefs Gealcopa ?) who live$ 
at Inifoen in the county of Donnegal. * 

In the fame year Jopes was appointed one 
of the commjffioners for the repair of St. 
Paul's, but which was not commenced 'tijl 
the year 1633, when Laud, then Bifhop of 
London, laid the firft ftone and Inigo the 
fourth. In the reiteration of that cathedral

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Jie made two capital faults, He firft renewed 
the fide;s with very b^d Gpthic, and then add- 
ed a Roman portico, magnificent ^nd beautir- 
full indeed, but which had no affinity with

.Jiis own Gothic appear ten times heavier. He 
committed the fame error at Winchefter, 
.thrufting a fcreeq in the Roman or Grecian 
tafte into the middle of that cathedral. Jone$ 
indeed was by no means fuccefefull when he 
attempted Gothic. The chapel of Lincoln V 
jnn has none of the charadteriftics of th$t 
archite&ure.

The authors of the life of Jones place the

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fmall part of the pile, defigned for the palace 
of our Kings; but fo compleat in itfel£ 
that it ftands a model of the moft pure and 
beautifull tafte. Several plates of the in- 
tended palace of Whitehall have been given, 
but, I believe, from no finifhed defign. The 
four great Iheets are evidently made up from 
general hints, nor could fuch a fource of in- 
vention 1 and tafte, as the mind of Inigo, ever 
produce fo much famenefs. The ftrange 
kind of cherubims on the towers at the end 
are prepofterous ornaments, and whether of 
Inigo or not, bear no relation to the reft* 
The great towers in the front are too near, 
and evidently borrowed from what he had 
fcen in Gothic, not in Roman buildings. 
The circular court is a pifturefque thought, 
but without meaning or utility. The whole 
fabric however was fo glorious an idea, that 
one forgets for a moment, in the regret for 
it's not being executed, the confirmation of 
our liberties obtained by a melancholy fcene 
that pafled before the windows of that veiy 
banquetting-hoafe. 

In 1623 he was employed at SomerieN 
houfe, where a chapel was to be fitted up 
for the Infanta, the intended bride of the

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•Prince. * The chapel is ftill in being. The 
front to the river, part only of what was de- 
figned, and the water-gate, were crafted af- 
terwards on die defigns of Inigo j as was the

Upon the acceffion of Charles he was coh«- 
timied in his pofts under: both King: and 
Queen. His fee as furveyor wis eight flul- 

lings and four-pence per day, with an allow- 
ance of forty-fix pounds a year for houfe*- 
rent, befides. a clerk, ^nd incidental exr 
pences. What greater rewards he had arc 
not upon record* Confidering th£ h*vot 
.made in offices and repofitories during the 
war, one is glad of being able to recover 
the frnalleft notices. 

During the profperous ftate of the King's 
affairs, the pleafures of the, court were car- 
ried on with much tafte and : magnificence. 
Ppetry, painting, mufic, and architecture, 
were all called in to make them rational 
amufements 1 and I have no doubt but the 
..celebrated feftivals of Louis XIV. were

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copied from the ihows exhibited at White- 
.hall* in it's time the mod polite court in 
.Europe. Ben Jobnfon was the laureat ; Inigo 
Jones, the inventor of the decorations ; L*- 
niere and Ferabofco cornpofed the fimphoi- 
4iie$ ; the King, the Queen, and the young 
Mobility danced in the interludes. We have 
accounts of many of thefe entertainments, 
called mafques : They had been introduced 
■by Anne of Denmark. I fhall mention thofe 
in which Jones was concerned. 

Hymenaei, or folemnities of mafque and 
barriers, performed on -the twelfth-night 
1606, upon occafion of the marriage of Ro- 
bert Earl of Effex, and the Lady Frances 
daughter of the Earl of Suffolk ; at court j 
by Ben Johnfon.

Tethys's feftival, a mafque, prefented on 
die creation of Henry Prince of Wales, 
June 5, 16 10.

This was called the 
Queen's wake. Several of the Lords and 
Ladies afted rn it. Daniel owns that the ma- 
chinery, and contrivance and ornaments of 

the 
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the- fcenes made the moft confpicuous part 
of the. entertainment. 

February 1 6, 1 6 1 j, a mafque at White- 
hall on the nuptials of thd PaMgrave and the 
Princefs Elizabeth, invented and fafhibned 
by our. kingdom's moft artfull and ingenious 
architect: Inigo Jones ; digefted and written^ 
by the ingenious poet, George Chapman. * 

Jones had dabled in poetry himfelf : there 
is a copy of verfes by him prefixed to Cory- 
at's Crudities, among many others by the 
wits of that age, whb all affefted to turn 
Coryat's book into ridicule, but which at 
leaft is not fb fbolifh as their verfes.

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Heywood gives the higheft commendation of 
Inigo's part in this performance- 
Lord Burlington had a folio of the de- 
figns for thefe folemnities, by Inigo's own 
hand, confifting of habits, mafks, fcenes, &c. 
The Wfpony of thefe triumphs was a. little 
interrupted by a war that broke out be- 
tween the compofers, Inigo and Ben ; ia 
which whQever was the aggrefibr, the turbu- 
lent temper of Johnfon tqok care, to be moft 
in the wrong. Nothing exceeds the grofs- 
nefs of the language that he pdured out, ex- 
cept the badnefs of the verfes that were the. 
vehicle. There he fully exerted all that 
brutal abufe which his cotemporariea were 
willing to think wit, becaufe they were 
afraid of it j and which only ferves to fhevr 
the arrogance of the man, who prefumed to 
fatirize Jones and rival Shakefpeare. With 
the latter indeed he had not the fmalleft 
pretenfions to be compared, except in having 
fometimes written absolute nonfenfe. John- 
fon tranflated the ancients, Shakefpeare tranf* 
fufed their very foul into his writings. 

Another perfon who feems to have borne 
much refentment to Jones was Philip Earl 
of Pembroke ; * in the Harleian library was

mon-place book, if orie may call it fo, of - . 
Earl Philip, the life of Sir Thorfias Mor& 
In the Stoilehfcnge are memorandums, jokes,- 
witticifms and abufe on feVeral perfons, par- 
ticularly on Cromwell and his daughters, 
and on Inigo, whom his Lofdftiip calls, Ini- 
quity Jones; and fay$, he had 1600S/. a 
year for keeping the King's houfes in repair. 
This might be exaggerated, but a little fup- 
plies the want I have mentioned of any re- 
cord of the rewards bellowed on fb great a 
man. It is obfervable that the Earl who* 
does not fpare reftettions on his architect 
never objefts to him his having been main- 
tained in Italy by Earl William ; nor does 
Webb in his preface to the Storte-henge* 
though he Ipeaks of Inigo's being in Italy, 
fay a word of any patron that fent him thi- 
ther. Earl Philip's refentment to Jones waiSf 
probably occafioned by fome difagfeemenC 
while the latter was employed at Wilton* 
There he built that noble front, and a grotto 
at the end of the water. Wilton h one of 

the 
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-Ae £rintipal obje&s lii a hiftory of the arts, 
*nd belles kttres. Sir Philip Sidney wrote 
hfe Arfcaidia there for his lifter 5 Vandyck 
drew itiany of the race, Holbein and Inigo 
Jones imagined the buildings, Earl Thomas 
t^ampleated the cblle&ion of pi&ures and af- 
ftrttbled that throng of ffatues, and the laft 
Earl Hefcrykas fliown by a bridge defigned 
%y himfelf, that had Jones never lived, Wil- 
ton might yet have been a villa worthy of 
ancient Rome. 

The works of Inigo are not fcarce, 
Though Ibme that bear his name were pro- 
ductions of his fcholars : fome indeed nei- 
ther of the ohe nor the other. Albins in 
©flex, I fhould attribute to the laft clafs, 
though always afcribed to Inigo. If he had 
any hand in it, it nraft have been during his 
ftil profbffioh, and before he had feen any 
good buildings. The houfe is handfome, 
has large rooms and rich cielings, but all 
entirely of the King James's Gothic. Pifliio- 
tmry in Hertfordfhire is faid to have been 
.built by him for Sir Walter Mildmay. At 
Woburn is a grotto-chamber, and fome 
other fmall parts by him, as there is of his 
hand at Thorney-abbey, and a fummer- 
houfe at Lord Barrington's in Berkfhire.

The middle part of each end of the quap 
drangle at St. John's Oxford is afcribed to 
him. The fupporters of the royal arms ape 
ftrangely crouded in over the jjiches j but I 
have feen inftances of his over-doing orna- 
ment. Charlton-houfe in Kent is another 
of his fuppofed works; but fome Clitics 
have thought that only the great gate at 
the entrance and the cplonades may be of 
his hand. The cabinet at Whitehall for 
the King's pi&ures was built by him, but 
we have no drawing of it. At St. James's 
he defigned the Queen's chapel. Surgeon'sr 
hall is one of his. beft works ; and of # 
moft admired, the arcade of Covent-garden 
and the church ; two ftruftures, of which. I 
want tafte to fee the beauties ; In the arcade 
there is nothing, remarkable ; the pilafters 
are as errant and homely ftripes as any plaif- 
terer would make. The barn-roof over the 
portico of the church ftrikes my eyes with 
as little idea of dignity or beauty * as it

Some al- r 
terations and additions he made at Sion. 
At Oatlands remains a gate of the old pa- 
lace, but removed to a little diftance, and 
repaired, with the addition of an inscription, .

The gater 
of Beaufort- garden at Chelfea, defigned by 
Jones, was purchafed by Lord Burlington 
and transported to Chifwick, where in a tem- 
ple are fome wooden' feats with lions ami 
other animals for arms, not of his moft deli* 
cate imagination, brought from Tart-hall, 
He drew a plan for a palace at Newmarket, . 
but not that wretched hovel that Hands there

Inigo tafted early of the misfortunes of his 
mailer : He was not only a favorite * but a 
Roman catholic. In 1646 he paid 545/. for 
bis delinquency and fequeftration. Whether 
it was before or after this fine I know not, 
that lie and Stone buried their joint ftock of 
ready money in Scotland-yard ; but an order 
being publifhed to encourage the informers 
of fuch concealments, and four perfons be- 
ing^ privy to the fpot where the money was 
hid, it was taken up and reburied in Lam- 
beth-marfti. 

Grief, misfortunes, and age, terminated his 
life. He died at Somerfet-houfe July 21, 
1651, and on the 26th of the fame month 
was buried in the church of St. Bennet's
